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SOME CHEAPER BOOKS 


ARTHUR HESILRIGE 


Our most famous series of reprints, the Wortp’s Crassics, CoLLins 
Ctassics, Netson Crassics and EveryMan’s Lisrary began, in that order, 
between 1901 and 1906, since when they have sold well over 120 million 
copies. All kept their sizes unchanged until 1953, when both EveryMaNn and 
Co.uins grew taller, but in binding designs and typography they have kept 
pace with the improvements of the past fifty years and they have steadily 
raised also their standards of textual accuracy, which were very low in some 
of the earliest volumes. 


As large average sales are essential to keep down the price of such series, 
all of them contain the established favourites which sell continuously— 
Dickens, Jane Austen, the Brontés, Trollope, Shakespeare, Keats, etc., and 
between the two world wars all of them began to include ‘modern classics’ 
by living authors, but outside this central uniformity there are interesting 
differences of editorial policy. 


The Wortp’s Crassics* (ss., 7s.6d.) contain a distinctive mixture of 
popular and scholarly titles, the surprising as well as the expected, which 
is worthy of Oxford University Press. By specialising in Anthony Trollope 
(over 30 titles) the series has contributed much to the great revival of his 
popularity. It is particularly strong in anthologies—short stories, essays, 
literary criticism, historical documents, poems and the less familiar plays. 
All these are useful, some are unique: A. C. Ward’s invaluable Specimens 
of English Dramatic Criticism, for example, Nineteenth Century Plays, edited 
by George Rowell, and D. M. Davin’s selection of New Zealand Short 





* The publishers of all series mentioned in this article are given at the end. 
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Stories. A notable recent addition is C. H. Firth’s Oliver Cromwell, still the 
best biography. Forthcoming volumes include Selected Letters of Wordsworth, 
South African Explorers and De Morgan’s novel, Joseph Vance. The format 
of this series, the most pocketable of them all, enforces scanty margins and 
small type, but it is superbly designed and printed. Any recent volume is, 
within its limits, a model of book-production. 


Co.uns CLassics (4s., 5s., 6s.) made an almost sensational fresh appearance 
in 1953, when sixty titles were issued or reissued in an entirely new form, 
with the promise of forty more early this year. The new volumes are a 
little taller, and neatly bound in dark blue, green or maroon cloth, lettered 
in gold. Much more clearly printed and more carefully edited, they have 
shed their regrettable illustrations (only books for young readers being 
illustrated now) and acquired new introductions by well-known writers. 
Volumes which take the eye include Gulliver's Travels and Robinson Crusoe 
(see reviews on pages 140 and 141, below); Moby Dick, by Hermann Melville; 
Essays, Poems and Letters of Charles and Mary Lamb, including the complete 
Essays and Last Essays of Elic; Tales, Poems and Essays of Edgar Allan Poe; 
Oscar Wilde’s Stories, including The Picture of Dorian Gray; and Kipps, 
Tales of Wonder, and A Short History of the World, by H. G. Wells, while 
such favourite authors as Jane Austen, the Brontés, Dickens and Stevenson 
are well represented. Two other volumes are reviewed on pages 140 and 
141, below. Forthcoming are the Complete Works of Shakespeare (4 vols.) 
in the excellent new edition by Professor Peter Alexander; Shelley and 
Keats, both edited by Edmund Blunden; The Golden Treasury, edited by 
Cecil Day Lewis, etc. Many volumes in the old format are still available. 


The Netson Crassics (4s., 5s.) have changed very little since they put 
on modernity in the 1930s. They continue to offer a varied selection of 
major and minor classics in attractive format at the lowest possible price, 
and two recent additions were widely noticed: Susan Ferrier’s novel 
Marriage and Castle Rackrent and other Stories, by Maria Edgeworth. Notable 
earlier titles include the Complete Poems of Robert Burns, The House with 
the Green Shutters, Baron Munchausen, Three Novels by T. L. Peacock, and 
A Hundred English Essays, edited by Rosalind Vallance. Among the reprints 
promised for this year are Martin Chuzzlewit, Bleak House, Humphry 
Clinker, Disraeli’s Lothair and Sybil, Pope’s Poems and Three Plays by 
Christopher Marlowe. 


A new, enlarged format, new bindings, endpapers and wrappers, now 
grace also the most famous and comprehensive of all the series of classics, 
EverYMAN’s Liprary (5s., 6s., 7s.). More than sixty volumes have appeared 
already in the new crown octavo size, which provides wider margins, and 
all future reprints and accessions are’ to be in this size—except the young 
reader's section, which retains the old size and the old price (ss.) and is 
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distinguished by pictorial wrappers. EvERYMAN makes good its publishers’ 
claim that it ‘offers the greatest range of literature available in a single 
series—the works of 500 authors of all times (and many nations) from 
Aristotle to Zola, from the ancient classics to the twentieth century’. The 
sixty ‘new’ volumes alone are sufficient to illustrate this. They include, 
for example, a new edition of Pepys’ Diary (3 vols.); a partly modernised 
version of Chaucer's great narrative poem, Troilus and Criseyde; reprints 
of such perennial favourites as Jane Eyre, Dr. Thorne (see pages 140 and 141) 
and The Decameron (3 vols.); Modern Short Stories; Essays and Poems of 
D. H. Lawrence, Letters from the Underworld and other tales by F. Dostoevsky; 
The Koran (see page 85, below); a collection of the contemporary narratives 
of Portuguese Voyages 1498-1663; Aristotle’s Poetics; new translations of 
Caesar’s War Commentaries and of The Anglo-Saxon Chronicle, while Homer, 
Sophocles, Horace, Flaubert, Descartes, Malory, Shakespeare, Jonson, 


Johnson, Shelley, Galsworthy and others also appear. 


All these four series offer remarkably good value for money, and books 
in them can safely be ordered unseen, but the discriminating book-buyer 
who has time and opportunity to study them a little will discover that each 
series has its own style and its particular good points. The best edition of 
Shakespeare is provided by Couns Crassics, the best edition of Pepys’ 
Diary is in EveryMAN, the Wortp’s Crassics offer the largest range of 
English plays in reliable texts, the most attractive selection of Donne’s 
Poetry and Prose is published in the Netson Crassics—and these are only 
four of many instances. Moreover each series contains titles which are 
unobtainable elsewhere. 


The Novet Liprary (6s.) is distinguished by its high proportion of 
translations from French and Russian, several of them made for the 
series. Balzac’s Cousin Bette has been newly translated by Kathleen Raine, 
Flaubert’s Madame Bovary by Gerard Hopkins, for example, and Gorki’s 
The Artamonov Business by Alec Brown. Oliver Twist has an introduction 
by Graham Greene. 


The Fatcon Prose Crassics (§s.. 7s.6d.) consist of short selections, neatly 
presented, from Disraeli, Swift, Macaulay, Surtees, Gibbon, etc. CRowN 
Crassics (3s.6d., 5s.) are selections from English poets, major and minor, 
the latest being Spenser, Milton and Gray. THe GoLpDEN TREASURY SERIES 
(ss., 6s.) pleasantly familiar for half a century to English lovers of poetry, still 
offers its blue and gold volumes of poems and essays. The new Lire, 
LITERATURE AND THOUGHT Lisrary (7s., 7s.6d.) is of great interest to the 
student of literature, providing scholarly selections which include, for 
example, Elizabethan Lyrics: A Critical Anthology and British Scientific 
Literature in the 17th Century. THe GotpeN Lecenp Serigs (6s., 7s.6d.) 
contains illustrated selections from Malory, Froissart, Hakluyt, etc., and 
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M. R. Ridley’s masterly translation of Sir Gawain and the Green Knight. 
The Mariner’s Lisrary (9s.6d., 10s.6d.) is an unequalled collection of 
true stories of adventure at sea. The attractive pocket series of TEMPLE 
Crassics (5s.) and Tempte Dramatists (4s.6d.) still offer between them 
nearly a hundred volumes, some of them popular favourites such as 
Boswell’s Life of Dr. Johnson (6 vols.) and Sheridan’s The School for Scandal, 
and others difficult or impossible to obtain separately elsewhere. 


Some other series which must be mentioned here, although their prices 
are higher, are the Zop1ac Crassics (in large type, and beautifully produced), 
Macponatp Iiiustratep Crassics (popular titles, well edited), the 
Cresset Liprary (less familiar titles, very well edited), the CumTErN 
Lisrary (which includes nine volumes by Henry James), and the Oxrorp 
STANDARD AUTHORS, an extensive and valuable series containing the works 
of most important English poets, with many prose works. 


Besides these series, consisting mainly of classics, there are others which 
reprint only contemporary literature. The VANGuARD Lisrary (3s.6d.) 
growing at the rate of two volumes a month, already includes novels by 
Aldous Huxley, Graham Greene, Somerset Maugham, Rosamond 
Lehmann, etc., while its sister series, the New PHoenrx Lisrary (6s., 
7s.6d.) contains novels by Virginia Woolf, William Faulkner, V. S. Pritchett, 
William Sansom, etc. The Century Lrsrary (6s., 7s.6d., 9s.) has specialised in 
earlier twentieth-century novels of distinction, The Green Child, by Sir 
Herbert Read, The Hampdenshire Wonder, by J. D. Beresford, and The 
Hole in the Wall, by Arthur Morrison, among them. The latest comers, 
Mermalp Books (4s.6d.) range already from Joyce Cary and V. Sackville- 
West to C. S. Forester. There are several other series. 

That such series are less prominent than they were between the two 
world wars may be due partly to the revolution wrought by Sir Allen 
Lane, whose Pencuin Books have established “paper-backs’ for the first 
time among all sections of British book-buyers. The knighthood conferred 
upon him in 1952 was an acknowledgment of the high quality in content 
and format which all his feathered series have maintained. Pencutins, KING 
Pencuins, Peicans and Purrins are too well-known throughout the 
English-reading world to need more than salutation here, but perhaps 
readers should be reminded that new titles are published every month. 
West ArricaNn Pencutns have just begun to appear. 


‘Middle-brow’ novels and detective stories, some of them by writers with 
a vast public, make up most (but not all) the titles in the other paper- 
covered series. These also sell in very large numbers and regularly issue 
additional titles. In ‘non-fiction’, PAN Books (2s., 2s.6d.) have secured 
large sales for Good English: How to write it and Better English, both by G. H. 
Vallins, Straight and Crooked Thinking, by R. H. Thouless, and Belief and 
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Action: an Everyday Philosophy by Viscount Samuel; Gui Books (rs., 
1s.6d., 2s., 2s.6d.) have reprinted On the Art of Reading and On the Art of 
Writing, by Sir Arthur Quiller-Couch, and The Romance of Words, by Ernest 
Weekley, while Collins’ new Fontana Books (2s., 3s., 48.) have issued, 
besides popular novels, English Saga (1840-1940), by Arthur Bryant, one 
of the most widely-read of English histories (see page 135 below). 

Cheap editions of contemporary books and authors outside these estab- 
lished series are still much less numerous than they were between the world 
wars, but they will increase. (Uniform pocket editions of Hardy, Conrad, 
Forster, Huxley, Greene, Cary and others are available now.) All cheap 
editions—and new books—are recorded weekly in the British National 
Bibliography and the most interesting of them are reviewed monthly in 
British Book News. British publishers are glad to send announcements of 
forthcoming books to book-buyers overseas.

CATALOGUE OF SCOTTISH MEDIEVAL LITURGICAL BOOKS 
AND FRAGMENTS. David McRoberts. John S. Burns (Glasgow), 2s.6d. 
1953. 244 cm. 30 pages. 4 plates. Paper covers. 


Students of the Scottish medieval liturgy have been seriously hampered by the lack 
of an authoritative list of liturgical books and documents. The publication of this 
catalogue thus meets an urgent need, particularly since one third of the items included 
are introduced for the first time to the liturgical scholar. A few devotional manuscripts 
have been noted, as well as complete and partial inventories of cathedrals and lesser 
churches. The value of the catalogue is enhanced by the use of different types which 
enable the reader to identify without delay the character of each item. (016-264) 


BIBLIOGRAPHY ON INCOME AND WEALTH. Vol. III, 1950. Edited 
by Phyllis Deane. Bowes & Bowes (Cambridge) for the International Association for 
Research in Income and Wealth, 37s.6d. 1953. 254 cm. 66 pages. Indexes. 


This expensive but valuable bibliography gives fully annotated references to material 
published in more than forty countries m 1950. It includes original material on 
national income and wealth, social accounting and its use in national budgeting, 
international comparisons and aggregations of national income and wealth, problems 
of statistical methodology and other related matters. The bibliography is well cross- 
referenced within its subject classifications, and is provided with author, geographical 
and subject indexes. (016.339) 


FINE BIRD BOOKS, 1700-1900. Sacheverell Sitwell, Handasyde Buchanan 
and James Fisher. Collins, 252s. 1953. $0 cm. 128 pages. 38 plates (16 in colour). 
Bibliography. Index. 

This book is most beautifully produced in every way. The full page reproduction 

of the colour plates matches the care and taste of the type-setting and binding. The 

main part of the text by the first author is woven round the plates and almost amounts 
to an appreciation of a finished phase in ornithology. This careful and leisurely 
delineation belongs both in birds and flowers to the pioneering period of description. 

A slight preponderance in the selection is given to Audubon and Gould. The other 

main part of the book consists of an alphabetical bibliography of illustrated books 

published during the period with comments on the plates contained. —_ (016-5982)

THE BEDSIDE ‘GUARDIAN’, 2. A Selection by Ivor Brown from the 
Manchester Guardian 1953-1953. Collins, 12s.6d. 1953. 204 cm. 256 pages. Index. 


This book follows the same plan as its predecessor, which, a year previously, became 
deservedly popular. It is an anthology of selections from articles published in the 
Manchester Guardian from summer to summer 1952-53. It consists of leading articles, 
reviews of books, plays, music and films; reports of historic events, sport, American 
affairs and current questions; light essays, humorous verse, and cartoons. Striking 
literary competence marks all the pieces, and the element of permanence in their 
subject matter justifies Mr. Ivor Brown’s selection for their reproduction. (082)

PLEASURE. A Discursive Guide Book. Doris Langley Moore. Cassell, 16s. 
1953. 21 cm. 286 pages. Index. 


‘It will be enough to establish a perfect accord between the reader and myself if he 
will agree with me and with the dictionary that pleasure is opposed to pain’. All but 
masochists will surrender to that proposition; in return, they will receive from 
Mrs. Moore an exuberant, discursive account of what has given her pleasure, and 
in what personal circumstances. She is out to combat fear of pleasure, and her guide 
includes Self Acceptance, Creature Comfort, Entertainment and two shrewd chapters 
on Personal Relations. Her range of reading is wide, and her persuasive power 
considerable: zest is infectious. (131) 


A NEW APPROACH TO PSYCHICAL RESEARCH. Anthony Flew. 
Watts, 10s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 170 pages. References. Index. 


Mr. Flew’s ‘new approach’ is rational and scientific, based upon the technique of 
logical analysis. His task is to remove a great deal of lumber and to dispel much 
darkness from a room already overcrowded and heavily curtained. Writing for the 
layman, he is not afraid to enter into matters of complexity if he considers the analysis 
fruitful. He asks us to be content with scepticism up to the moment—which he 
believes has not yet arrived—when the evidence for such ‘psychic’ phenomena as 
Extra-Sensory Perception and Telekinesis has become overwhelming. His book 
should promote salutary debate. (133-07) 


APPARITIONS. G. N. M. Tyrrell. Revised edition. Duckworth for the Society 
for Psychical Research, 12s.6d. 1953. 22 cm. 172 pages. Sources. Index. 


This interesting study is prefaced by an important introduction by Professor H. H. 
Price of Oxford. Tyrrell’s theory is one of the few to which philosophers and 
psychiatrists are prepared to give serious attention. It has long been recognised that 
the so-called ‘mid-level’ or psychic sphere of human personality has never been 
adequately studied; and it is not impossible that the astonishing ‘inventiveness’ of 
the we world can in certain circumstances be carried over into everyday experience. 
The book analyses a variety of cases, and concludes with a summing-up as sober 
as it is thought-provoking. It was first published in 1943. (133°1)

THE CAUSES AND TREATMENT OF BACKWARDNESS. Sir 
Cyril Burt. 2nd edition, revised and enlarged. University of London Press, 8s.6d. 
1953. 224 cm. 128 pages. References. Indexes. 


Based on the Convocation Lecture, 1952, of the National Children’s Home, and 
first published in 1952, this edition has been revised and enlarged. The author, 
Emeritus Professor of Psychology in the University of London, and formerly 
Psychologist to the London County Council, describes the main causes of back- 
wardness and the methods used to discover their origin in particular cases. Case 
histories which illustrate each of the commoner types are followed by suggestions 
for their treatment. The author states that, as far as possible, he has tried to cut out 
all technicalities and abstract discussions, so as to provide direct help to the practical 
teacher in his everyday work in the classroom. (136-76) 


THE STRUCTURE OF HUMAN PERSONALITY. H. J. Eysenck. 


Methuen, 37s.6d. 1953. 224 cm. 368 pages. 37 illustrations. 43 tables. Bibliography. 
Index. 


Dr. Eysenck (Reader in Psychology, University of London) is an exponent of 
statistical analysis applied to the tests, scales and questionnaires which attempt to 
measure qualities of personality, and this book summarises a multiplicity of research 
findings, with emphasis on the work which he and his collaborators have carried out. 
The summaries are full and detailed, and include diagrams and statistical tables. The 
mass of detail makes continuous reading difficult and no very clear outline emerges, 
but for students of this branch of statistical psychology the book provides a useful 
survey of the present state of the subject. (137) 


ANIMALS AND MEN. Studies in Comparative Psychology. David Katz. 
A new translation from the German by Hannah Steinberg and Arthur Summerfield. 
Penguin Books, 2s. 1953. 18 cm. 192 pages. 24 illustrations (including 2 maps). 
15 figures in text. Glossary. Index. Paper covers. (Pelican Psychology) 

This translation of Professor Katz’s well-known book can be recommended to 

anybody interested in animals. It originally introduced to a general public a fruitful 

method of studying animal behaviour and psychology, which arose in the early 
decades of this century as a reaction against the mechanistic approach. The new 
method studied the animal as a complete organism, but was careful not to interpret 
its reactions in human terms. Great stress was laid on the comfort and co-operation 
of the animal being investigated. Much has since been learned, especially by such 
exponents as Lorenz and Tinbergen, but the ingenuity and simplicity of the early 
tests related by Katz are as fascinating as ever. (151°3) 


PLATO’S EARLIER DIALECTIC. Richard Robinson. 2nd edition. Oxford 
University Press, 258. 1953. 23 cm. 296 pages. Index. 


This stimulating book by the philosophy tutor of Oriel College, Oxford, is an 
improved and enlarged second edition of a work which was first published by the 
Cornell University Press in 1941. It is devoted to a study of elenchus and definition 
in the early dialogues of Plato and the theory of hypothetical method in the middle 
dialogues. Mr. Robinson’s approach is ‘evolutionist’, i.e. he believes ‘each element 
of our thought has come into existence at some period of our history’. This principle 
he applies to the development of Plato’s logical methods. The style is easy and the 
argumentation clear and cogent. The book should interest all concerned with 
the history of occidental thought. (160) 
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LOGIC AND PSYCHOLOGY. Jean Piaget. Translated from the French by 
W. Mays and F. Whitehead. Introduction on Piaget’s Logic by W. Mays. 
Manchester University Press (Manchester), 6s. 1953. 19 cm. 68 pages. Diagrams. 
Tables. 


Professor Piaget of Geneva, long known for his psychological studies of mental 
development in childhood, examines in this short book the relation between the 
processes that occur in the child’s thinking and the algebra of logic, the symbols of 
which allow an exact description of the mental operations which are experimentally 
observed. Dr. May’s introduction gives a lucid summary of the concepts and signs 
of symbolic logic necessary for an understanding of Piaget’s essay. The book 
represents a stimulating variety of the efforts made by several recent thinkers to 
express psychological concepts and observations in a bare, quasi-mathematical form.

EXISTENTIALISM AND MODERN MAN. A Paper Read to the Aquinas 
Society of London on 14th April 1948. F. C. Copleston. Reprint. Blackfriars 
Publications, 2s. 1953. 214 cm. 28 pages. Paper covers. (Aquinas Papers) 


This is one of the clearest and most concise statements of the Existentialist position 
to have been published. Professor Copleston’s study of the various Existentialist 
theories is given weight by his profound knowledge of the history of philosophy. 
It is natural that he should tend to favour the thinkers of Catholic persuasion, but his 
treatment of Heidegger, Sartre and Camus is both generous and illuminating. Few 
writers have provided a better analysis of the thorny problem of the priority of 
Existence over Essence. How, asks the author, can the Existentialists talk of Man if 
they fail to grasp his Essence? (190) 


BERKELEY. G. J. Warnock. Penguin Books, 2s. 1953. 18 cm. 256 pages. Index. 
Paper covers. (Pelican Philosophy) 
Berkeley was a thinker who, setting out to vindicate common sense, propounded 
a theory of knowledge about which there has since been perpetual contention. 
In spite of his attack upon the savants and sceptics, it has been his fate to become 
the philosopher’s philosopher. In this lucid and thorough study, Mr. Warnock seeks 
to j emeneirs the permanent interest of Berkeley’s thought from the misunder- 
standings with which it has been encumbered, stressing the ‘constant danger that 
the original problems may be simply forgotten—as, in the course of a long vendetta, 
no one may remember how it all began’. (192) 


THE FREEDOM OF DOUBT. Reflections of a Natural Sceptic. E.-Alexis 
Preyre. Revised and translated from the French under the author’s supervision. 
Harvill Press, 18s. 1953. 20} cm. 230 pages. 


These ‘reflections’ consist of a series of notes recorded over the last twenty-five 
years, and forming a kind of anthology of western and oriental wisdom. Beginning 
as a conventional believer, the author was overtaken by doubt at an early age; 
but, unlike the ordinary agnostic, he proceeded by reading and reflection to see 
how far his scepticism would carry him. The result was an experience very similar 
to that of the mystic, culminating in the rebirth of faith. A chapter entitled 1953 
has been supplied for the English edition. This book should provoke much thought.

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NEW TESTAMENT STUDIES. C. H. Dodd. Manchester University Press 
(Manchester), 16s. 1953. 22 cm. 190 pages. Indexes. 
Professor Dodd has here collected eight papers, previously published but not readily 
accessible, dealing with topics in the field of New Testament studies. The first three 
are concerned with the pre-literary tradition lying behind the Four Gospels and are 
followed by two papers on the mind of Paul in which the changes in his teaching 
revealed by the epistles are examined and assessed. In the remaining three papers, 
there is a treatment of natural law in the New Testament, the communion of saints 
and eternal life. These scholarly contributions are to be unreservedly recommended and 
will repay detailed study. (225) 


THE ACTS OF THE APOSTLES. R. R. Williams. S.C.M. Press, 8s.6d. 
1953. 19 cm. 174 pages. Folding map. Bibliography. (Torch Bible Commentaries) 
This volume should be assured of a grateful reception from teachers, pupils in the 
higher forms, and the non-specialist who secks in biblical study a competent guide 
with a gift for lucid exposition. In the introduction the authorship, date, sources, 
reliability and theme of the Acts are discussed, and the commentary on the text, 
while necessarily brief, is well-balanced and constructive. A detailed comparison is 
drawn between St. Luke’s story of the proclamation of the Gospel in the Acts and 
St. Luke’s Gospel. (226-6) 


CALVIN’S DOCTRINE OF THE WORD AND SACRAMENT. 
Ronald S.Wallace. Oliver & Boyd, 18s. 1953. 224 cm. 266 pages. 


The purpose of this useful and well-arranged volume is to expound the teaching of 
Calvin on the Scriptures and the Lord’s Supper, and to show how his doctrines 
arose out of his exposition of the Bible. Hence the main source from which the 
quotations are taken is the ‘Commentaries’, although the writer also draws on 
the Institutes, Tracts and Sermons. While no attempt is made to trace the development 
of Calvin’s thought or to provide a critical assessment of its content, the book should 
serve to remove the misconceptions which have hampered a true appreciation 
of the Reformer’s theological achievement. (230) 


THE EXPERIENCE OF DEATH. THE MORAL PROBLEM OF 
SUICIDE. Paul-Louis Landsberg. Translated from the French by Cynthia 
Rowland. Rockliff, 8s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 116 pages. Index. 

The author, a young professor of philosophy who died in a German concentration 

camp, contends in the first essay that human personality is a movement towards 

eternity and that death is the means of its own fulfilment. His analysis of the personal 
experience of death and its inwardness is singularly impressive. In the second essay 
he examines the arguments for and against suicide and concludes that nothing other 
than the example of the suffering Christ is sufficiently potent to deter a man from 
taking his own life. This unusual, arresting and in places unsatisfying book should 
find many readers. (233-5) 


THE SPIRIT OF ST. FRANCOIS DE SALES. Jean Pierre Camus. Edited 
and newly translated and with an introduction by C. F. Kelley. Longmans, 8s.6d. 
1953. 17 cm. 334 pages. Notes. 

Jean Pierre Camus, Bishop of Belley, has been fittingly described as St. Frangois 

de Sales’s ‘Boswell’. For many years he was the Saint's intimate friend, and in this 
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volume we have not only a record of many conversations and sayings but a remark- 
able picture of St. Frangois’s character and personality. The obiter dicta preserved 
by the Bishop serve to illustrate the writings on the ‘Devout Life’ and ‘the Love of 
God’, which have a permanent place as religious classics. Mr. Kelley has provided 
a new and readable translation as well as a brief but useful introduction. (240) 


MEDITATIONS. De La Salle. Edited and translated from the French of the 
first edition by W. J. Battersby. Longmans, 28s. 1953. 224.cm. $14 pages. 
7 illustrations. Index. 

This translation of the Meditations of De La Salle, the French priest and founder of 

‘Brothers of the Christian Schools’, is based upon the first edition (1730-31). 

De La Salle was a pioneer of primary education and this work was written for the 

Brothers of his society who were engaged in educating the young. His aim is 

severely practical and there is a constant insistence on prayer, the instruction of the 
oor, the practice of poverty, obedience and charity. Dr. Battersby contributes a 
rief introduction in which he deals with the text, sources and message of the 

meditations. (243) 


THE HOUSEHOLD OF GOD. Lectures on the Nature of the Church. Leslie 
Newbigin. S.C.M. Press, 12s.6d. 1953. 22$.cm. 156 pages. Index. 
The author considers in the light of his experience in the Church of South India, 
of which he is a bishop, the fundamental question: By what is the Church constituted? 
He examines three classical answers which he characterises as Protestant, Roman 
and (an unfortunate designation) Pentecostal, and shows that each has its place but 
none provides the final clue. In the concluding chapters he contends that the nature 
of the Church can only be understood in relation to what it is divinely intended to 
be. This book is an able contribution to ecumenical conversation and should advance 
the cause of reunion. (260-4) 


THE ENGLISH RELIGIOUS TRADITION. Norman Sykes. S.C.M. 
Press, 7s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 122 pages. Index. 
This small book, which originated in broadcast talks, provides a comprehensive 
survey of the influence of the English religious tradition on Church, State and 
Society. Beginning with the heritage of the Middle Ages, Professor Sykes introduces 
his readers to the Reformation, Puritanism, Deism, the Methodist Revival, the 
Oxford Movement, the Roman Catholic Revival and other phases of the religious 
life of England. The chapters contain many brilliant word-pictures and apt illustrations. 
No better introduction for the non-specialist to English religious history during the 
last four centuries could be named. (274°2) 


EPISCOPACY AND REUNION. E. R. Fairweather and R. F. Hettlinger. 
Mowbray, 12s.6d. 1953. 22 cm. 128 pages. Index. 
In this book (first published in Canada in 1952) we have an instructive discussion 
of the bearing of episcopacy on reunion by two theologians of the Church in Canada 
who represent opposing schools of thought. Dr. Fairweather contends that the 
apostolic commission perpetually renewed is essential to the structure and life of 
the Church, while Mr. Hettlinger considers that the authority of the historic commis- 
sion is a fallible guide and ‘validity’ of orders and sacraments a matter of degree even if 
it is recognised that non-episcopal ministries lack regular authorisation. Both 
contributions are distinguished by lucidity, freshness of treatment and a genuine 
concern for reunion. (280-1) 
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SACRIFICE IN GREEK AND ROMAN RELIGIONS AND EARLY 
JUDAISM. Royden Keith Yerkes. Black, 18s. 1953. 23 cm. 288 pages. Tables. 
Notes. Indexes. (Hale Lectures) 


The results of forty years’ investigation of the nature and role of sacrifice are 

resented in an attempt to clarify the background against which Christian sacrifice 
“ to be seen. After introductory chapters on the modern and ancient meanings of 
the word ‘sacrifice’ and the significance of religion, the author discusses the develop- 
ment of sacrifice and related rites, describing fully and carefully Greek and Hebrew 
sacrificial terms. Sacrifice, he concludes, is ‘the only word which adequately 
describes the work of Jesus, the purpose and content of Christian worship and the 
basis and ideals of Christian living’. A stimulating and instructive book which will 
well repay careful study. It was first published in America in 19$2. (292) 


THE KORAN. Translated from the Arabic by J. M. Rodwell. Introduction 


by G. Margoliouth. Reprint. Dent, 6s. 1953. 184.cm. $24 pages. (Everyman's 
Library) 


INTRODUCTION TO THE QUR’AN. Richard Bell. Edinburgh University 
Press: Oliver & Boyd, 18s. 1953. 23 cm. 200 pages. Chronology. Bibliography. 
Indexes. (Edinburgh University Publications: Language and Literature, No. 6) 

It is a happy chance that Rodwell’s version of the Koran is again available, for it 

is one which has a quite special merit and controversial freshness. With a minimum 

of notes and prefatory matter, the translation contrives to be (within the limits set by 
the peculiar difficulties of the text) both accurate and very readable. Its attempt 
at a chronological arrangement of the chapters, though considerably qualified in 
detail by later research, nevertheless deserves commendation as a rough guide for 
the uninitiated through an otherwise often arid-seeming and baffling territory. The 
late Dr. Bell’s book is published most conveniently for mention beside Rodwell’s 
translation, for this scholar (whose true eminence was obscured by his own modesty) 
carried the chronological arrangement of the Koran, and its study as an organic 
entity, as far as modern research would permit. His own translation was published 
in 1937-39, and the present volume contains a revised version of all that critical 
and discursive material which he would have wished to include at that time had 
not publication difficulties made this impossible. Dr. Bell’s art conceals his learning: 
while the general reader could find no work that would introduce him more easily, 
even attractively, to the Scripture of Islam or that faith’s founder, the scholar will 
have a new standard work of reference. (297)

THE ENGLISH COUNTRYWOMAN. A Farmhouse Social History, 
A.D. 1500-1900. G. E. and K. R. Fussell. Melrose, 30s. 1953. 23} cm. 222 pages. 
72 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 


This volume is obviously the fruit of long and loving research. The academic reader 
may be irritated by the fact that though the text cites a number of interesting original 
documents many of these are omitted from the bibliography. The authors’ lively 
survey of life in the rural home covers such matters as food, cooking, servants’ 
wages, country crafts and social customs, providing a great many facts and quotations, 
and forms fascinating reading within a rather narrow range. (301°35) 
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EAST AFRICAN INSTITUTE OF SOCIAL RESEARCH 1950-1953. 
A Report on Three Years’ Work. The Institute (Makerere College, Kampala, 
Uganda, East Africa), 3s. 1953. 21 cm. 78 pages. Paper covers. 


After the Second World War, three Institutes were established for research in social 
science in Colonial territories, in the West Indies, in West Africa, and this in East 
Africa whose first printed report now appears. Under the Directorship of Dr. Audrey 
Richards, field research work has been continuously carried out by a staff of some 
sixteen experts, and other visiting scholars, amongst many tribes in areas widely 
distributed through the three Territories. Some thirty projects are in progress or 
nearing completion, several conferences have been held, two being joint conferences 
with the Institut de Recherche Scientifique en Afrique Centrale of the Belgian 
Congo. Publication of occasional papers and monographs is expected, now that 
the Institute is fully established. (307) 


Statistics 
GOVERNMENT STATISTICAL SERVICES. Treasury. H.M. Stationery 
Office, 1s.3d. 1953. 244 cm. 28 pages. Paper covers. 

The non-specialist reader will obtain from this pamphlet a general idea of the various 
ways in which British official statistics are collected. It describes the organisation 
and work of the Central Statistical Office, the Statistics Divisions of the many 
individual Departments and Boards, and the relevant standing inter-departmental 
committees, including the Working Party on the Statistical Relations between 
British Government Departments and the United Nations Organisations. Two 
appendices list the main subjects covered by individual departments and the titles of 
their principal statistical serial publications. (314°2)

LEVIATHAN. Thomas Hobbes. Introduction by A. D. Lindsay. Reprint. 
Dent, 6s. 1953. 184m. 432 pages. (Everyman's Library) 
The political thought of Hobbes (1588-1679) has received increasing attention in 
recent years both in Britain and on the Continent. This is due to the fact that his 
theories are of particular relevance to an age of authoritarianism. Significantly 
enough, the first edition of Leviathan in Everyman’s Library was published in 1914. 
Its reissue today, with the original introduction by Lord Lindsay, is most timely. 
Hobbes claimed that his treatise contained nothing ‘to the disturbance of public 
tranquillity’. This was a masterly piece of understatement. His book, like Machiavelli’s 
Prince, has been a perpetual source of disturbance. It is the admonitory classic of 
political theory. (3201)

THE LIVELIHOOD OF MAN. Economics in Theory and Practice. Honor 
Croome and Gordon King. Christophers, 10s. 1953. 19} cm. 330 pages. 29 figures. 
Bibliography. Index. 

In writing this book the authors had in mind the reader who wants something 

between the academic textbook on economics and the brief survey intended to 

satisfy a more casual interest. The result is a useful handbook in which sound 
theoretical teaching is conveniently combined with factual description. Mrs. Croome, 

a former lecturer at the London School of Economics, is the author of two popular 

introductions to economics: The Approach to Economics and The Candidate's 

Companion. (330) 
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THE ECONOMIC IMPACT ON UNDER-DEVELOPED 
SOCIETIES. Essays on International Investment and Social Change. S. Herbert 
Frankel. Blackwell (Oxford), 15s. 1953. 23 cm. 188 pages. 


These essays are all concerned with related aspects of the special economic problems 
that have arisen from the increasing participation of outlying peoples in the commerce 
and industry of the West. This process has involved the partial disintegration and 
restructuring of their earlier social systems through the introduction of new economic 
incentives and aspirations. Professor Frankel considers that the interpretation of these 
extensive economic changes and of the processes they involve requires a reconsideration 
and adjustment of some economic principles, and to these he devotes his main 
attention.

This is a translation of the Theorie des Geldes und der Umlaufsmittel of Professor von 
Mises of Vienna, first published in 1912 and, for reasons clearly given in the intro- 
duction by Professor Lionel Robbins, accepted before long as one of the classics of 
monetary theory. For this enlarged edition the author has written an entirely new 
section on monetary reconstruction, designed to show the applicability of his general 
argument to the conditions of the present time.

THE MIGHTY LEAF. Tobacco through the Centuries. Jerome E. Brooks.

The author, who has already published a four-volume work on the history of 
tobacco, now gives the essentials in this book, which provides light entertainment 
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for the ordinary reader as well as detailed information for the social and economic 
historian. He describes smoking and snuff-taking customs in all parts of the world 
from early times, traces the growth and organisation of the trade from the first 
traders to the great combines of the present day, and touches on changes in fashion, 
advertising methods, the medical and psychological effects of smoking, and numerous 
other topics.

One of the recommendations of the Ridley Committee (Command Paper 8647) 
was that a specialised body should be established “to advise the Minister on the price 
and tariff policies of the nationalised fuel industries’. Mr. Little, an economist and 
until recently a Fellow of Nuffield College, Oxford, has put forward a radical 
solution of these and other problems of fuel policy. His recommendations, which 
include increases in coal prices, subsidies for approved solid fuel appliances and 
time-of-day tariffs for electricity, seem unlikely to be adopted but the case for them 
is ably presented. Economists will enjoy Mr. Little’s essay in political economy; 
for those engaged in the fuel industries the book will be essential reading. (338-27) 


A SHORT HISTORY OF WOOL AND ITS MANUFACTURE

The first part, on wool and sheep, has an introductory chapter on wool production 

and marketing, and other chapters on English wool and on merino and crossbred 

wool. The second part, on wool manufactures, incorporates material drawn from 

the author’s History of the Woollen and Worsted Industries (first published in 1921) 

together with numerous changes and additions; the five chapters deal with early 

history, organisation of the industry, state control, processes and inventions, and 
developments during the nineteenth and twentieth centuries. The geographical 
distribution of the woollen and worsted industries in England is described in an 
appendix. A comprehensive and well-written account of the economic history of 
the industry.

It embodies the results of her own 
investigations and of enquiries carried out by the Rhodes-Livingstone Institute, as 
well as published data; consequently, it has much of the fascination of a travel book, 
while dealing exhaustively with the economies of the two territories and with 
experiments in village social accounting, the problems involved and the results 
obtained. There are two long appendices relating to source material on national 
income, output and expenditure.

The Annual Digest, again edited by the Whewell Professor of International Law in 
the University of Cambridge, gives an account of the application and development 
of international law by international and national courts and tribunals. It includes 
reports of court decisions in twenty-six countries as well as of international courts. 
The work is subdivided into eleven parts and, after a general section, deals with 
subjects such as States as international persons, State territory, jurisdiction, the 
individual in international law, diplomatic and consular intercourse and privileges, 
treaties, international organisation and administration, disputes, and war and 
neutrality.

CRIMINAL LAW. The General Part. Glanville L. Williams. Stevens & Sons, 
63s.

This is a work of the first importance for English criminal law, by the Quain 
Professor of Jurisprudence in the University of London. The author attempts to 
establish and set out those fundamental theories of the criminal law that apply to all 
or many crimes. The twenty-three chapters thus cover general principles such as the 
criminal act, intention and recklessness, negligence, mens rea, principals and accessories, 
strict and vicarious responsibility, mental abnormality, drunkenness, ignorance of 
law, and so on. Although this volume is a complete treatment in itself, a later volume 
dealing with specific crimes is planned to follow it. (343)

The work 
is in nine chapters, dealing with the occupier’s rights and liabilities, trespass, neighbours, 
game laws, tenancies, buying and selling, rates and taxes, delegated legislation, and 
miscellaneous subjects.

Professor Finer, who is Professor of Political Institutions in the University College 
of North Staffordshire, has completely revised this work, which was first issued in 
1932 and has twice been reprinted. The book now gives a clear, concise account of 
the organisation of local government as it was in 1951, with due regard to problems 
of county government, boundaries, the party system, relationships of central and 
local authorities, and local finance which have arisen in the post-war years. (352°042)

Five chapters each are given to World Wars I 
and II, and the others cover the Crimean War, the American Civil War, the Franco-

They stress the importance of the 
careful grading of examples, setting out in some detail the steps to be covered in 
the teaching of each topic. Reference is made to recent jenthen in the teaching of 
arithmetic, to the teaching of elementary geometry, and to the problem of back- 
wardness in arithmetic. The value of mental work, the standardisation of primary 
school methods, revision and the assessment of progress are discussed, and a final 
chapter deals with the organisation of classes and work.

This Act reverses the main provisions of the 1947 Transport Act, which nationalised 
a large part of the British road transport industry. The new Act also affected other 
statutory provisions. The author, who is Secretary of the Home Affairs and Transport 
Division of the Association of British Chambers of Commerce, deals with the main 
aspects of the new legislation, such as disposal of British Road Services, road haulage 
licensing, the transport levy, the reorganisation of the railways, passenger road 
transport, trade harbours and ports, fixing of charges, and the Transport Tribunal. 
Appendices give the text of the Act and other relevant legislation. (385) 


FLAG OF THE SEVEN SEAS. The Story of the British Merchant Navy.

Captain Shaw has produced a most readable and informative record of the British 
Merchant Navy but, as he himself says, no one work could do justice to the Service 
in which the Royal Navy originated. The story covers a thousand years of maritime 
history, beginning with voyages of the Ancient Britons to Ireland, France and Spain, 
and continuing through Saxon, Tudor and Elizabethan eras down to the present 
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day. Tea clippers, armed merchantmen, convoys, coastal and fishing fleets, and sea- 
training ships, together with many others, play their parts in this authentic and 
absorbing story of British seamanship.

Mrs. Langley Moore is well 
known as a collector of and writer on costume and fashion history. In this new book 
she has had the original idea of illustrating the fashionable dress of well-to-do children 
in a series of photographs, in which young models of today wear dresses from the 
author’s and other collections. The plates are a most attractive gallery of child 
portraiture as well as illustrating children’s dresses (both boys’ and girls’) from 
1760-1934. The author’s commentary is a fascinating blend of costume analysis, 
social history and witty observation. The reflection of adult styles in children’s dress 
is constantly emphasised.

IN SARA’S TENTS. Walter Starkie. Murray, 25s. 1953. 22cm. 350 pages.

Dr. Starkie’s enthusiasm for gypsies and their way of life, his love for their music, 

and his unquenchable zest for experience, need no commendation to readers of his 

earlier aa. His latest, where they are all displayed for the reader’s pleasure, is 

the customary blend of autobiography, travel book, and folk-lore, mainly relating 

to Spain and France. In recording what is known of gypsy origins and history, he 

emphasises the extent to which in each country they have interpreted ‘the primary 

instincts of the nation more effectively than the original race’. This ability is evidenced 

for example in their influence on the Deep Song (Cante Jondo) music and the bull 

fight of Spain. Continuity, combined with adaptability, without doubt the explanation 

of their survival, is the theme of this vivacious and continuously interesting book.

A TREASURY OF FRENCH TALES. Henri Pourrat. Translated by Mary

Henri Pourrat is famous in France as a collector of folk-tales. Miss Mian has chosen 

forty-two of these from the vast collection. Most of them will be unfamiliar to 
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English readers. That tenderest of all fairy stories “Beauty and the Beast’ is happily 
included, in a new dress, and all the stories have an unmistakable French tang. A 
delightful book, most charmingly illustrated, pleasing to adults and children alike, 
though for the latter a little editing may at times be considered desirable. (398-21)

ASPECTS OF LANGUAGE. William J. Entwistle. Faber, 50s. 1953. 224 cm.

This wide survey of many languages examines how far they have adopted common 
principles of expression. The author maintains that the sentence cannot be presumed 
to have any necessary grammatical form, and that language exists when a speaker 
and his audience accept the same convention of communication. He discusses the 
birth of language, primitive languages, the expressions of young children, the relation 
of dialogue to circumstances, and the expression of abstractions in concrete terms. 
He deals fully with the techniques of the linguist in phonology, in examining words, 
grammar and style in various languages which use different methods to effect the 
same end. Professor Entwistle finally describes methods of classifying languages 
and the distribution of these classes over the world. This is a work of outstanding 
scholarship appealing mainly to specialists. (410) 


THE GERMAN LANGUAGE TODAY. Its Patterns and Historical Back- 
ground. W. E. Collinson. Hutchinson, 8s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 182 pages. Bibliography. 
Index. (Hutchinson’s University Library) 


Professor Collinson, the foremost British scholar in the field of German linguistics, 
has designed.this introductory survey of the German language so as to emphasise 
its inherent pattern. He shows its historical and structural relations to English, 
provides useful indications of its characteristic tendency to create new word- 
formations, and refers to some of the more important dialectical deviations. The 
larger section of the book is presented in the form of a grammar which, though its 
layout renders it less suitable for beginners, offers a supplement to the ordinary 
grammar which those who already have some knowledge of the language should 
find illuminating. (430)

THE ART OF SCIENTIFIC INVESTIGATION. W. IL. B. Beveridge.

Professor Beveridge, himself a scientist of wide repute in veterinary research, 
describes how the research worker plans and interprets his experiments, and the 
difficulties he is likely to encounter. He emphasises continually the extraordinary 
otency which the chance observation, the shrewd guess and even the wrong 
Dieciinds rather than the formal logical approach, have had in producing the great 
discoveries of the past, yet he also comments wisely on the rigorous intellectual 
discipline which is always essential as well. This is an illuminating and entertaining 
book, rich in anecdote, and valuable to both layman and scientist.

COMPLEX VARIABLE THEORY AND TRANSFORM CALCULUS 
WITH TECHNICAL APPLICATIONS. N. W. McLachlan. 2nd edition. 
Cambridge University Press, 55s. 1953. 22m. 400 pages. 108 figures in text. 
Bibliography. Index. 


Thoroughly revised, Dr. McLachlan’s second edition expounds the Bromwich- 
Wagner contour integral interpretation of Heaviside’s operator. Part I gives the 
necessary theory of the complex variable, amplified from the first edition but still 
intended for the user rather than for the professional mathematician. Part II applies 
this theory to the calculus of transforms, using Mellin’s inversion theorem. Part III, 
perhaps the most valuable section, describes technical applications, chiefly electrical; 
here a little of the older material has been sacrificed to make room for further details 
on repeated impulses, filters, cables and the like. Following present-day trends, more 
prominence is given in this edition to the real variable Laplace transform—though 
for a full account of this aspect of the subject the author naturally refers readers to 
his own book Modern Operational Calculus (Macmillan, 1948). An invaluable treatise 
for the technologist, provided his grasp of elementary calculus is really firm. (517-8)

MAPS AND THEIR MAKERS. An Introduction to the History of Carto- 


graphy. G. R. Crone. Hutchinson, 8s.6d. 1953. 194 cm. 182 pages. 7 illustrations.

This concise handbook by the Librarian and Map Curator of the Royal Geographical 
Society is distinguished by clearness of purpose, sound judgment, and lucidity of 
exposition. The author’s explanation of the historical and technical background is 
economical but sufficient; and he applies himself primarily to the description and 
analysis of maps. The text is well balanced and, while precise in statement and remark- 
ably rich in detail, it is easily read. Both specialists and those with little previous 
knowledge will find in Mr. Crone’s book an invaluable summary of the evolution 
of map-making, with adequate reference to controversial issues. It is certainly the 
most satisfying short history of maps so far available in this (and perhaps any) | ge.

A NEW SYSTEM OF CHEMICAL PHILOSOPHY. John Dalton. 2 vols.

This is a facsimile reprint of the original edition, published by R. Bickerstaff and 
George Wilson, 1808-27. The work laid the foundation of the modern chemical 
atomic theory. Part I of the first volume (1808) contains the statement of 
Dalton’s atomic theory in its extended form, as part of his general account of the 
chemical knowledge of his day. Part II (1820) contains the elaboration of the theory 
and, in an appendix, Dalton’s denial of the relevance of Gay-Lussac’s law to his own 
work, a denial which had a fateful effect on the progress of chemical theory in 
the early nineteenth century. Vol. II contains Dalton’s rather dull account of the 
a pee of simple compounds. The specialist historian of science will find in this 
well-produced facsimile an invaluable primary source for the study of the work of a 
man whose capacity for taking pains amounted to genius. (540) 


AN ADVANCED TREATISE ON PHYSICAL CHEMISTRY. Vol. 4. 
Physico-Chemical Optics. J. R. Partington. Longmans, 80s. 1953. 25cm. 
728 pages. Diagrams. Tables. Index. 


The fourth volume of Professor Partington’s important work covers the normal 
subjects of such a treatise, refraction, dispersion and optical activity, and deals, in 
addition, with reflexion, polarisation, the optical properties of crystals and the 
electromagnetic theory of light. There are also short treatments of piezoelectricity 
and pyroelectricity. This is a most comprehensive volume. Very full, sectional 
bibliographies illustrate the extent of the literature consulted by the author. There 
are many drawings of apparatus, graphs, diagrams, descriptions of experimental 
methods, and valuable tables compiled from very scattered sources. An additional 
interesting feature is the inclusion of empirical and semi-empirical formulae when 
theoretical results are incomplete. The great change which, in comparatively recent 
years, has taken place in the theory of optics receives emphasis. Professor Partington 
acknowledges the influence on his own thinking of his teachers, Schuster and Planck. 
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PRACTICAL CHROMATOGRAPHY. R. C. Brimley and F. C. Barrett. 
Chapman & Hall, 15s. 1953. 22cm. 128 pages. 4 plates. Diagrams. Tables.

Despite the number of books published on this subject recently, the present work, 

which lays stress on the practical side and wisely ignores theoretical considerations, 

will be of value to all who are using the chromatographic method in their own 
sphere of work. The authors, who are on the staff of the Low Temperature Research 

Station at Cambridge, cover paper chromatography in some detail with a description 

of the apparatus involved. Subsequent sections cover adsorption, partition and ion 

exchange, and column chromatography. Although the specialist may feel that 
particular aspects of interest to himself have been neglected, the authors have 

definitely succeeded in their task and are to be congratulated on providing such a 

wealth of detail at low cost. It will be very useful to the laboratory worker using this 

technique.

The main theme of 
the journal will be investigation of the deep-sea floor and it will include papers on 
such subjects as physical oceanography, the morphology and stratigraphy oli the deep- 
sea floor, the general properties of the sediment carpet and its substratum, the properties 
of the water layer next the deep-sea floor, abyssal fauna and the organisms and 
processes important to deep-sea sediments.

THE CLIMATES OF THE CONTINENTS. W. G. Kendrew. 4th edition.

An enlarged and reset edition of a book long recognised as a reference work valuable 
not only to the scientist but also to the man of affairs. For each continent the general 
climatic features are first described, and then follow sections on the main regions 
in varying detail. The mean monthly and annual temperatures and precipitation are 
given in tabular form for a number of stations in each continent (but not always the 
same stations), and these figures are supplemented in the text by data on other 
elements, where specially significant. It is strange that, while a section is given to 
Antarctica, there is nothing on Greenland. As a source of climatological information 
in English the book is unrivalled. ($51°59)

ADAPTATION IN MICRO-ORGANISMS. Third Symposium of the 
Society for General Microbiology held at the Royal Institute, London, April 
19$3. Cambridge University Press for the Society for General Microbiology, 30s. 1953.

The papers and discussions composing the third Symposium. The papers were 

circulated beforehand and the Symposium was therefore confined to discussion, the 
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points raised being almost as important as the papers which stimulated them. This 
is characteristic of a vital and rapidly progressing subject. The question of adaptation 
in disease organisms is specially important if it enables them to circumvent new 
chemotherapeutic methods. This practical issue is bound up with the general problem 
of how much exchange of ee material goes on in bacteria and how much 
enzymic adaptation is genetic. Professor Stanier of California introduces the book.

A revised edition of a book first published in 1938. It covers the cytology, morphology, 
anatomy, physiology, reproduction and ecology of flowering plants, and the several 
phyla of cryptograms are studied chapter by chapter. As in previous works under 
this joint authorship, ecology receives generous treatment. The revision of the earlier 
edition is chiefly evident in the bringing up to date of the sections on photosynthesis 
and respiration and the addition of a few paragraphs on viruses which are combined 
with the previous paragraphs on bacteria to make a new chapter. The book is suitable 
for Intermediate Science and sixth-form work. (581) 


THE GIBBAEUM HANDBOOK. A Genus of Highly Succulent Plants, 
native to South Africa. G. C. Nel. Edited by P. G. Jordaan and E. W. Shurly.

Bibliography. Index. 

The author (who died in 1950) was Professor of Botany in the University of 

Stellenbosch and had already monographed the genus of succulent plants, Lithops. 

This next work on the genus Gibbaeum was not quite finished at his death and has 

been edited for publication by P. G. Jordaan and E. W. Shurly. The plants concerned 

are curious stone-like inhabitants of the Little Karoo, and, though many are well 
known in collections, their systematics and natural distribution were poorly studied 
before Professor Nel’s work. The confinement of the genus to so small a part of the 
earth’s surface and its radiation into sixteen species sets a curious evolutionary 
problem and we owe the marshalling of the facts to this book. (583-47)

exceptionally well reproduced. To the text she contributes a section at the end 
telling the story of her trip and a note on various technical photographic matters. 

The rest of the text is by the Curator of the Coryndon Museum at Nairobi, and

This book is concerned with the physiology of the honeybee, both as an individual 
and as a member of a closely integrated social community, and sets out to 
summarise and correlate the enormous amount of relevant research on this insect. 
It is divided into four parts: (1) The roots of behaviour, (2) Individual behaviour in 
the field, (3) Communication between honeybees and (4) Life within the community. 
The book is outstanding for the skill and discrimination shown by the author in 
selecting from the abundant material at his disposal. It is in no sense a manual of 
beekeeping and its appeal will be essentially to the serious student. An index and 
very full list of references are included. The author is a member of the staff of the Bee 
Department at Rothamsted Experimental Station. (s95°799) 


THE PLAICE. Being the Buckland Lectures for 1949. R. S. Wimpenny. 
Edward Arnold, 7s.6d. 1953. 184m. 152 pages. 27 maps and figures. Tables.

Mr. Wimpenny’s contribution to the Buckland Lectures gives an admirable summary 
of our growing knowledge of and techniques in fish economics. The first section 
deals with the natural history of the plaice, the second with the history of its fishing 
(and overfishing), and the third with its migrations. The whole picture would serve 
as a model for the sort of research which should underlie every economic fishery. 
With this kind of information it is remarkable how near fishing can come to cropping.

The pink-footed goose nests mainly in the wild interior of Iceland and, since it 
travels each winter to Great Britain, the attempt at a mass marking with leg rings 
on the breeding grounds is well worth an expedition. The trip described took place 
two-and-a-half years ago (so that Mr. Scott’s subsequent energy has rather put 
these results out of date) and 1,000 out of some 13,000 geese in the colony were 
marked. The authors’ account is composed of extracts from field notebooks strung 
together with comment and narrative, and appendices dealing with the general 
biology and population problems of the geese and giving annotated lists of birds and 
flowers from the region visited.

THE HERRING GULL’S WORLD. A Study of the Social Behaviour of 
Birds.

Dr. Tinbergen’s work on animal behaviour, carried out at Leiden and now at Oxford, 
is well known. Some students of this subject may be accused of shrouding their 
work in polysyllabic technical terms, but Dr. Tinbergen is happily free of them in 
this book. He takes the patient investigations of many years upon the Herring 
Gull as a text for expounding the methods and fascination of modern behaviour 
analysis. Two of the encouraging things about his presentation are firstly that the 
amateur naturalists are far from being superseded by the professionals, and secondly 
that so much and so valuable work can be done on animals in the wild. Altogether 
a most stimulating book. (598-2) 
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THE BIRDS OF THE BRITISH ISLES. Vol. Il. David Armitage 
Bannerman. Oliver & Boyd, 45s. 1953. 274 cm. 310 pages. 41 colour plates by 
George E. Lodge.

This is the second of the three volumes in which the author is to complete his survey 

of passerine species, and it deals with larks, pipits, wagtails, titmice, shrikes and 

flycatchers. Dr. Bannerman’s accounts are again on a large scale and contain much 
information drawn from all over the range of each bird. He has the advantage of 
knowing many of the migratory species in their African winter homes and, where 
personal experience fails, he has a wide range of written and published reports to 
draw upon. It is useful to have first-hand accounts from their headquarters of birds 
which are rare wanderers to Britain. Mr. Lodge’s paintings continue to delight.

Professor Gaddum, Professor of Pharmacology and Materia Medica, explains in a 
foreword that this is one of the two new textbooks designed to replace for students 
in the Edinburgh Medical School the earlier Sellar and Lambie, Practical Materia 
Medica, Pharmacology and Prescribing. In this very practical work are concentrated 
the essentials regarding measurement, dosage and nomenclature, how drugs are 
prescribed and administered, the law and National Health Service prescribing. 
Appendices give lists of doses, International Biological Standards, 1953, and other 
useful information in tabular form. (615) 


PHARMACEUTICAL EMULSIONS AND EMULSIFYING 
AGENTS. Lawrence M. Spalton. 2nd edition. ‘The Chemist and Druggist’, 
7s.6d. 1953. 21 cm. 145 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Tables. Index. 


First published in 1949, this work has now been revised. It is intended primarily 
for the practising pharmacist and student in pharmacy, and the theoretical side of 
the oak is of necessity simple. It is suggested, however, that in a future edition 
(if for practical reasons alone) a more definite distinction might be drawn between 
the surface tension depressants used to form the emulsion and the protective colloids 
used to stabilise the emulsion once formed. Apart from this criticism, the book 
provides a useful practical background to this important section of pharmacy. 
Valuable data are provided on the different classes of emulsifying agent, much of 
this being presented in concise tabular form. The practical recipes included in the text 
provide useful examples of the application of the different types of emulsifying 
agents and stabilisers. (6154) 


DUKES’ BACTERIA IN RELATION TO NURSING. 2nd edition 
revised by Stanley Marshall. H. K. Lewis, 17s.6d. 1953. 22 cm. 214 pages.

Dr. Marshall, Pathologist to two hospitals in the greater London area, has thoroughly 

revised this useful and interesting textbook, which is designed for nurses preparing 

for the Diploma in Nursing and equivalent examinations, and covers the syllabus in 
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bacteriology for the Sister Tutors Examination. The most important material now 
introduced deals with filterable viruses and the recently discovered antibiotics. 
This is a very readable, attractive guide, which gives the nurse all she needs on this 
difficult subject and can assist those who lecture on it to express themselves simply, 
yet accurately. (616-01) 


PEPTIC ULCER. C. F. W. Illingworth. Livingstone, 42s. 1953. 254m. 
296 pages. 89 illustrations (some in colour). 26 tables. References. Index. 


Although Professor Illingworth is sole author of this carefully documented mono- 
graph, it reflects the experience of a team associated with him in the Department of 
Surgery, Glasgow University and the Western Infirmary, Glasgow, whose main 
interest has for some time centred on peptic ulcer. Professor Illingworth first deals 
with biochemistry, physiology and pathology, incidence and experimental production 
in animals, then discusses very fully clinical aspects, medical and surgical treatment, 
complications, ulcer-cancer, peptic ulcer of the oesophagus, and of Meckel’s 
diverticulum. This exhaustive study gives the historical background and lucidly, 
but without over-simplification, integrates the problem for physician, surgeon, 
practitioner and research worker. (616-3) 


THE THYROID. A Physiological, Pathological, Clinical, and Surgical Study. 
T. Levitt. Livingstone, 105s. 1953. 254 cm. 630 pages. 502 figures (some in colour).

This monograph represents the accumulated experience of twenty-five years’ 
research by a Hunterian Professor of the Royal College of Surgeons and gives a 
clinico-pathological study of 2,114 consecutive thyroidectomies. The work is 
designed to demonstrate that abnormalities, hitherto considered different entities, 
are progressive stages in the evolution of the diseased thyroid gland. In Sections 1 
and 2 there are discussions of the natural history of thyroid disease and of clinical 
aspects related to natural history. Section 3 gives a critical assessment of modern 
methods of diagnosis and treatment, including the uses of radioiodine, and fully 
describes operative techniques, some new. In appendices, Professor Levitt provides 
translations of Riedel’s and Hashimoto’s classical papers. Those interested in the 
relation of thyroid disease to the endocrine system and to the whole body will find 
the original views here expressed provocative and stimulating. The text is extremely 
well documented and abundantly illustrated. (616-4) 


VIRUSES AND MAN. F. M. Burnet. Penguin Books, 2s. 1953. 18 cm. 198 pages.

The Director of the Walter and Eliza Hall Institute of Medical Research, Melbourne, 
whose original work has contributed much to the knowledge of influenza viruses, 
provides a survey, written in a pleasant, clear style for the layman, of the nature of 
viruses and of the essential laboratory techniques used to differentiate them and to 
diagnose infection. He discusses the principles of immunity and describes, referring 
also to problems of immunisation, the virology of herpes simplex, poliomyelitis, 
influenza, the common cold, German measles in pregnancy, psittacosis, smallpox, 
yellow fever and dengue. Throughout Sir Macfarlane Burnet sympathetically and 
often humorously relates scientific discoveries to their implications for 
humanity.

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ULCERATIVE COLITIS AND ITS SURGICAL TREATMENT. 
Bryan N. Brooke. Livingstone, 37s.6d. 1953. 254 cm. 158 pages. 89 figures (some 
in colour).

This important monograph by Mr. Brooke, Hunterian Professor, Royal College of 
Surgeons, derives from the work of a team, in which physician and surgeon are 
represented, in the United Birmingham Hospitals, where the author has performed 
radical operations on fifty-eight patients and has had experience of many other 
cases considered unsuitable for surgical treatment. After making vital, perhaps 
controversial, distinction between true ulcerative colitis, ileo-colitis and procto- 
sigmoiditis, Mr. Brooke discusses the pathology and nature of true ulcerative colitis 
and its complications, then reviews surgical procedures and the development of the 
ileostomy bag. The work of the Birmingham team in pre-operative care, their 
techniques in ileostomy and colectomy, methods of management and results of 
operation, mortality, rehabilitation, nutrition and pregnancy, are carefully described 
for both physicians and surgeons. This is a handsome, well-illustrated volume. (617) 


COMMON DISEASES OF THE EAR, NOSE AND THROAT. 
Philip Reading. 2nd edition. Churchill, 22s.6d. 1953. 21 cm. 296 pages. 2 colour 
plates. 37 illustrations in text. Drawings. References. 


In this practical handbook, admirably designed to facilitate study and quick reference, 
the Surgeon to the Ear and Throat Department, Guy’s Hospital, is concerned with the 
needs of students and young practitioners. Such anatomy is included as is required 
for accurate clinical diagnosis; particular attention is given to this subject and also 
to treatment, including the new antibiotics. Minor surgery, after-care and complica- 
tions also have a place here, but not complicated operative techniques unlikely to fall 
to the lot of the inexperienced surgeon. References include recent papers, most of 
which give bibliographies and so provide a guide to further reading. (617°8) 


GYNAECOLOGICAL AND OBSTETRICAL ANATOMY AND 
FUNCTIONAL HISTOLOGY. C. F. V. Smout and F. Jacoby. 3rd edition. 
Edward Arnold, 35s. 1953. 224 cm. 344 pages. 185 illustrations. References. Index. 


With the exception of the chapter on the placenta which has a joint authorship, 
each author deals with his own specialty, Professor Smout writing throughout on 
anatomy, including the anatomy of the foctus in relation to childbirth, and Dr. 
Jacoby on the histology of the ovary, ovarian endocrine function and its control, 
histology of the uterine tube, uterus and vagina. This comprehensive study, of 
interest to the post-graduate student in gynaecology and obstetrics, is now revised to 
represent current knowledge, and important recent papers are added to the lists 
of references to European and American literature. The chapter, Milestones in Mid- 
wifery, provides an illuminating historical introduction, and the workmanlike 
black-and-white illustrations usefully augment the text. (618)

STRENGTH OF MATERIALS. G. H. Ryder. Cleaver-Hume Press, 21s.

If the textbooks of today are compared with those of, say, thirty years ago, it will 
be noticed that in many aspects of engineering a rather more mathematical approach 
is adopted; this reflects the higher standards now expected of students, and explains 
why new books are preferred to new editions of the one-time ‘classics’. This book 
assumes an elementary knowledge of applied mechanics and the calculus, and then 
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covers the whole subject up to degree standard. The text is clearly written, and each 
chapter is followed by a summary and a series of exercises. Theory is illustrated by its 
application to practice wherever possible. A useful textbook for degree and Higher 
National Certificate students.

THE STRENGTH PROPERTIES OF TIMBER. F. H. Armstrong for 
the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research. H.M. Stationery Office, 2s. 
1953. 244. cm. 48 pages. 6 photographs. Tables. Diagrams. Paper covers. (Forest 
Products Research Bulletin, No. 28) 

This Bulletin presents strength data from standard tests of 122 native-grown and 

imported softwoods and hardwoods. A brief description is given of the methods of 

test used for small clear specimens of timber, as well as explanations of the various 
strength properties determined from these tests. The influence of several factors 
upon strength is discussed and the relationships between the strength properties 
and specific gravity, or density, are examined. Comparison of species and the assess- 
ment of their utilisation value are afforded by means of diagrams. A comprehensive 
table of strength results for all the species of timber tested is appended. (620-12)

THERMIONIC VALVES. Their Theory and Design. A. H. W. Beck. 
Cambridge University Press, 60s. 1953. 22cm. $88 pages. Diagrams. 12 tables.

A theoretical study of thermionic high vacuum devices (principally microwave 

valves), excluding gas discharge and cathode ray tubes. Part I deals with The Physical 

Theory of Electronics, covering the fundamentals of thermionic emission. Part II 

is on The Mathematical Theory of Electronics and considers the fields set up by 

charged conductors and the resulting motions of electrons. Part III relates to types 
of valves and applies the principles of Parts I and II to the study of the various classes of 
valves which are available. The ground indicated is well covered and the mathematics 
does not exceed an intermediate calculus standard. The book is suitable for post- 
graduate research or development work on electronics in college or in industry, 
and can be well recommended. (621-34) 


RADIO ENGINEERING. Vol. 1. E. K. Sandeman. 2nd edition, revised. 
Chapman & Hall, 60s. 1953. 23 cm. 634 pages. 5 plates. Diagrams. Tables.

This work is claimed to be both a textbook for beginners and a reference book for 

experienced engineers; one is left inevitably with the feeling that, although there 

are two volumes, the widely differing interests of the two classes might have been 
met rather better by dividing the book still further, thereby making the individual 
parts less bulky and expensive. Volume I covers the field from the initial stages 
through to amplifiers, transmitters, feeders and aerials. The author has made several 
additions in the second edition and has taken the opportunity of including descriptions 
of modern apparatus and methods.

The Director of the National Gas Turbine Establishment is particularly well qualified 
to write this book, which is stated to be ‘an authoritative work on the theoretical, 
technical and production problems of the gas turbine’. The description fits this 
comprehensive study well. The book, which summarises the present status of the gas 
turbine and discusses many of the outstanding problems, is a textbook for engineers 
in so far as it is possible to write a textbook on a subject on which, as yet, little is 
known. A comparison of the present volume with the first edition, published in 
1948, reveals that considerable progress has been made in the solution of many 
of the problems discussed. Mr. Constant writes in an easy style which summarises a 
vast amount of data clearly and concisely.

The Great Eastern was launched—sideways—in 1858. She was the largest iron ship 
ever built. Indeed, her actual dimensions were not exceeded until 1906—by the even 
more ill-fated Lusitania. The Great Eastern suffered from being too large, too advanced 
and too costly. The invention of the great engineer Brunel, she had paddle, screw and 
sail propulsion. One of the sights of the world, she so swallowed money that she was 
commercially a failure, and she achieved her greatest positive success as an ocean 
cable-layer. Her chequered history is recounted by Mr. Dugan with zest in a book to 
which, so we are told, ten years’ research has been given. (623-824)

During the past twenty years a considerable literature on soil mechanics has appeared,

The second edition has been thoroughly revised and extended to cover the results 

of work published since the first edition (1949)—the additional material amounts 

to forty-five pages. Both as a textbook for students and as a guide for the engineer in 
practice the book can be recommended.

The size and 
complexity of the field of enquiry are indicated and measures of amelioration or of 
control already in existence are described.

Mr. Pentelow, who is Chief Inspector of Salmon and Freshwater Fisheries in the 

Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries, was appointed Buckland Professor in 1952 

and his lectures are printed in this book. The Buckland Trust has as its object the 

forwarding of fishery economics, but Mr. Pentelow has taken a wider view of his 
subject, showing how slowly in Great Britain the national conscience reacted to the 
industrial opportunism which poisoned our rivers. His review of legislation documents 
this reaction and may warn other countries who yet have this stage to pass through. 
Other chapters treat of the physical and biological effects of pollution and the practical 
methods of remedying them. (628-5)

FARMING RECORDS AND ACCOUNTS. James Wyllie. Butterworth, 
30S.

A good book on what is generally regarded as one of the less romantic aspects of 
farming. Accurate accounting is as necessary for the profitable working of a farm as 
for an industrial business, so that profit leakages can be stopped and uneconomic 
enterprises abandoned. The general theme of the book is that the keeping of accounts 
should become an integral part of good farm organisation, and that the farmer's 
bank balance requires at least as much skill and care as do his crops and herds. 
Accounting is described in sufficient detail to enable an intelligent farmer without 
much previous knowledge to work out for himself what the different parts of his 
business are costing him. The book is equally suitable for farmers, accountants and 
students.

A guide to the recognition of diseases and pests as they occur in the dormant or 

semi-dormant planting material which is subject to inspection just prior to export 

from, or on entry into, a country. It lists the horticultural plants that are commonly 
to be found moving in international traffic, arranged alphabetically and, as far as 
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possible, under the common English name. Under each plant the diseases and pests 
that might be found on planting material are listed, and their chief diagnostic features 
briefly described. Many of them are also illustrated. (635) 


VEGETABLE GROWING. C. E. Pearson. Ward, Lock, 15s. 1953. 20cm. 
192 pages. 120 photographs. 14 diagrams. 4 drawings. Index. 


This is a useful guide for the amateur vegetable grower. After indicating the general 
principles governing the layout and management of the vegetable garden, crop 
rotation, harvesting and the use of cloches and cold frames, the author, who is 
Technical Adviser, Horticultural Division, Ministry of Agriculture, deals alpha- 
betically with individual vegetables and herbs, listing the best varieties in use and 
outlining their cultural requirements. Several helpful chapters are devoted to pests 
and diseases, their causes, diagnosis, prevention and cure. (635)

That Miss Sackville-West’s weekly gardening articles in the Observer so triumphantly 
pass the test of republication in book form is an indication of their unique quality 
as regards matter and style. Sometimes she describes one individual plant, perhaps 
an old but neglected favourite or some new introduction or improved variety. 
Sometimes she discusses plants suitable for a particular purpose, for covering an ugly 
porch, for hedges, for winter flowering or autumn foliage (shrubs are a speciality). 
This is the book of a poet who is also a practising gardener, fertile in ideas and a mine 
of curious information.

A very well known book (first published in 1887) which has been used by generations 
of veterinary students in English-speaking countries. In this edition the nomenclature 
has been brought up to date and the original figures have been replaced by a new 
series which are a great improvement. The horse is still used as the type animal in 
spite of the fact that its economic importance has declined so greatly since 1887; 
the authors believe that it is still the best for the study of veterinary anatomy. The new 
edition admirably meets the needs of students.

BLUE TROUT AND BLACK TRUFFLES. The Peregrinations of an 
Epicure.

The author of this delightful book of gastronomic reminiscences is an American of 
Czech origin. His memories are mainly of food, wine, and a society which has now 
disappeared, in pre-war Europe, but he devotes a special section to the post-war 
restaurants of France. There is also an interesting chapter on truffle-hunting.

HAUTE CUISINE. A gastronomic guide to classical menus and dishes, with 
digressions on regional specialities, Oriental cookery, and the joys and responsi- 
bilities of connoisseurship and epicureanism. Jean Conil. Faber, 42s. 1953. 244 cm. 
580 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 64 photographs. 8 drawings. Index. 


The author’s aim is to provide the catering trade and the gastronome with a definitive 
guide to the meaning of every term and dish recognised in haute cuisine. After dealing 
lightly with the qualifications for epicureanism he adds a comprehensive wine list, 
showing the district of origin, qualities and use of each. The basic plan of the subsequent 
entries is simple: a chapter for each course, subdivided according to material or to 
method of cooking, listing under each heading the individual dishes, with their 
ingredients and method of preparation (not recipes)—for example, there are two 
hundred and fifty ways of serving filleted sole. Sections on oriental and exotic 
cookery, French regional dishes and the etymology of dishes complete a fascinating 
reference book. (641°5) 


AU PETIT CORDON BLEU. A Collection of Recipes. Dione Lucas and 
Rosemary Hume. 2nd edition, revised. Dent, 10s.6d. 1953. 21 cm. 188 pages.

Le cordon bleu is synonymous with good cooking and this revised edition of a book 
first published in 1936 is an excellent guide for professionals and amateurs to the 
production of delicious dishes. Mainly French in origin, many of the recipes demand 
what is by current standards a somewhat lavish use of eggs, cream and wines, but 
their precision and clarity should ensure results fully justifying the expense and 
labour involved. Each is self-contained, giving exact ingredients and time required, 
followed by concise instructions for preparing, cooking and serving both the main 
constituent and its accompanying sauce and garnish. (641-5) 


THE TALISMAN ITALIAN COOK BOOK. Ada Boni. Translated from 
the Italian and augmented by Matilde La Rosa.

Il Talismano della Felicita is one of the standard cookery books of Italy. This translation 
and adaptation of the fifteenth edition, though not so voluminous as the original, 
contains several hundred recipes—all of them examples of native Italian cooking. 
The fifteen sections cover every type of food and include a note on the making of 
coffee. The culinary instructions are brief, and briskly competent, and many different 
styles of Italian cooking are represented. Here is a valuable work of reference for 
anyone seriously interested in regional cookery. (641-59)

THE KITCHEN IN CATERING. A Handbook for Students. Joan E. Walley. 
Constable, 24s. 1953. 224 cm. 302 pages. 18 photographs. 17 figures in text. Tables.

This essentially practical and very comprehensive book will interest all concerned 
in administering or managing large-scale catering establishments. The author treats 
scientifically such problems as the siting and layout of the kitchen (specimen plans 
are given); its ventilation, lighting and heating; the selection of equipment (illustrated 
with photographs and diagrams to show the advantages and disadvantages of each 
in terms of efficiency and initial and maintenance costs); staff duties and conditions 
of service (the application of Motion Study is advocated); the purchasing, storage 
and issuing of food supplies; hygiene, nutrition and the planning and costing of 
meals. (647°95)

WORKSHOP COSTS AND COSTING. P. S. Houghton. Chapman & 
Hall, 35s. 1953. 214 cm. 308 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Tables. Index. 

There must be many firms who have little idea of the true cost of the various lines 
produced and who, therefore, are unconsciously subsidising some of their products 
from the profits on others. Such a situation can soon lead to a reduced turnover 
of the profitable lines from pressure of competition with obvious results. The author 
is well aware of this danger in present-day business and shows us clearly and concisely 
how to design and instal a costing system. Cost control through standard costs and 
the principle of exception is mentioned, but one feels that this vital aspect might 
perhaps be given more emphasis. (657°4)

AN INTRODUCTION TO THE THEORY AND APPLICATION 
OF MOTION STUDY. Anne G. Shaw. Revised edition. Harlequin Press, 6s.

This work is perhaps not so much an introduction for the beginner as a refresher 

course for the knowledgeable. Seldom has so much useful information on a subject 

been packed into so small a space, and this very concentration may make it a little 

strong for the newcomer. It is especially valuable to the reader who may wish to 

decide which of the various motion study techniques is most effective in a particular 

case. This work, by an accepted authority on the subject, is based on the pamphlet 

— in 1944 by the Ministry of Aircraft Production; the original version has 
een brought up to date and rewritten in an even clearer style. (658-54) 


Chemical Technology 

THE CHEMICAL INDUSTRY: Past and Present. Trevor Illtyd Williams. 
Penguin Books, 2s. 1953. 18cm. 192 pages. Bibliography. Index. Paper covers. 
(Pelican Books) 

Dr. Williams is already known to many as Deputy Editor of the international 

scientific journal Endeavour and for two interesting previous books Drugs from 

Plants and An Introduction to Chromatography. The present work contains chapters on 

sulphuric acid, alkali and other inorganic substances, industrial gases, agricultural 

chemicals, organic chemicals, medicine and the chemical industry, dyes, pigments, 

explosives and plastics. But what perhaps makes this book unique is its quality as 

instruction for the non-scientist. Dr. Williams makes no assumption of scientific 
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knowledge in his readers and therefore produces a chapter on, say, plastics, within 
the easy comprehension of anyone. As a populariser of science he has indeed dis- 
tinguished himself. (660)

STARCH AND ITS DERIVATIVES. Vol. Il. J. A. Radley. 3rd edition, 
revised. Chapman & Hall, 65s. 1953. 224m. 478 pages. Illustrations. Tables.

The second volume of the third revised edition of this work deals with starch 
technology—the manufacture, industrial applications, examination and the analysis 
of starch and starch derivatives being presented. The book is comprehensive and 
authoritative and must be regarded as a standard work on its subject. Most of the 
chapters are still written by J. A. Radley, but four are by American contributors 
and throw light on recent American manufacturing and evaluation techniques. 
There is a list of references to each chapter; several of these include references up to 
1950, but most show very few references after 1945. The volume is very well 
produced.

FROM BARREL TO BOTTLE. Notes on the Home Bottling of Wine. 
Edward Ott. Dobson, 6s. 1953. 19 cm. 62 pages. Tables. Glossary. 


The author has for years imported wine in the barrel and bottled it himself; and in 
1952 he founded The Wine Lovers Society, which helps its members to do the 
same. His little book describes the whole process clearly and in detail. Apart from 
the fun of the thing, the home bottler gets, for example, Bordeaux from a known 
chateau and of a good recent year, at the price current for the cheapest professionally 
imported anonymous claret. It is curious that so knowledgeable a wine-lover as 
Mr. Ott should twice mis-spell the word vendange. (663-2)

BAKERY MATERIALS AND METHODS. A Book for Every Baker 
and Confectioner. Albert R. Daniel. 3rd edition, revised and enlarged. Maclaren

A standard textbook for bread and flour confectionery bakery managers, foremen 
and students. The general plan remains unaltered, but its usefulness has been increased 
by more references to Continental specialities. Chapters have also been brought 
up to date by information on new processes, etc. and although in several of these 
instances details which would have been helpful are lacking, such references are not 
to be found in any other textbook at present. The paper of the present edition is 
better in quality than that of the last edition (1949) and this has permitted a more 
convenient distribution of the illustrations throughout the text. (664-75)

CATHODIC PROTECTION OF PIPELINES AND STORAGE 
TANKS. V. A. Pritula. Translated from the Russian. Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research.

This work was first published in 1950 by the Chief Petroleum Marketing Organisation 

of the Russian Ministry of the Petroleum Industry. It describes a new method of 
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protection against corrosion of underground equipment and is concerned with 
investigation, design and operating conditions of cathodic protection. Special 
attention has been paid to the calculation of the required rating of installations and 
this is dealt with in sufficient detail for particular application. The work is intended 
as both a practical manual and a textbook. (665-54)

The papers submitted and the ensuing critical discussions have been collected together 
and well turned out as a permanent record, which will be invaluable to those who 
were unable to be present at the Convention.

In essence, this is a classified collection of data sheets, a reference book for designers 
and metallurgists. Information has been collected about nearly 100 steels; this has 
been systematised by preparing it in a standardised form, giving typical composition, 
uses, advantages and disadvantages, physical characteristics (including creep). Some 
of the data are displayed also in the form of tables and graphs. Both proprietary and 
non-proprictary materials are considered. Such a book is sometimes overtaken by 
events, and no doubt it could be criticised for omitting certain recent developments, 
but it will be of use in a technical library or design office, and will no doubt be 
expanded later.

COMMERCIAL HARDWOODS: Their Characteristics, Identification and 
Utilization. Nicholas Clifford. Pitman, 21s. 1953. 22} cm. 168 pages. 100 illus- 
trations.

A reference book suitable for those who are interested in the characteristics, properties, 

uses and macroscopic structure of many of the newer timbers on the market. Com- 

prehensive data on approximately 100 timbers of the world are included and, apart 
from minor errors, it provides a considerable amount of valuable information. 

One could criticise the inclusion of a number of plates since they fail to portray the 

true appearance of the timber; in addition, in some cases the material could have 

been more carefully selected. (674) 


AN ATLAS OF END-GRAIN PHOTOMICROGRAPHS FOR THE 
IDENTIFICATION OF HARDWOODS. Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research.

This Bulletin comprises 396 photomicrographs at x 10 magnification showing the 

structure of the timbers dealt with in Bulletin No. 25 (Identification of Hardwoods: 
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A Lens Key), and is primarily intended for use in conjunction with that key. The 
introductory notes include lists of timbers chosen to illustrate the various features 
used in identification. An index giving botanical and common names of the timbers 
is appended. (674)

BUILT-IN FURNITURE. Arthur R. Brown. Crosby Lockwood, 12s.6d. 1953. 
Obl. 244 cm. 54 pages. 22 photographs. 30 drawings. Index. 
This is not a book for the beginner, but the amateur carpenter who is ready to make 
cupboards, bookshelves, writing-desks, dressing tables, wardrobes, beds which 
disappear into cupboards or settees, or a variety of ingenious kitchen fitments will 
find practical guidance here. The finished articles, shown in the photographs, are 
attractive and up-to-date but not ‘modernistic’. The (small-scale) drawings give 
sufficient detail for a fairly skilled man to work to them. (684)

with fully-fashioned hose manufacture. It has the advantage of being very up-to-date, 

and has condensed a great amount of information in a small volume. With the 
necessary amount of study this book can be of value to a beginner as well as an 
experienced operative. There is a tendency towards generalities, but on the whole it 

gives a thorough coverage of the subject. (687-12)

The investigation covered also the use of various aggregates, 
and the feasibility of assessing fire resistance from the results of small-scale tests on

Italian influence on French art during the 
sixteenth century is discussed in great detail and for the first time the English reader 
now has an authoritative and readable account of the rise of the ‘Mannerist’ style at 
Fontainbleau and elsewhere during the reign of Francis I (1515-47). This analysis 
of the impact of Italian architectural theory in France is a notable contribution to 
art historical studies. The full flowering of French classicism at Versailles and at the 
court of Louis XIV (1643-1715), which receives full treatment in the latter part of 
the book, is more familiar ground, but here again Professor Blunt’s brilliant powers 
of analysis and impeccable scholarship are applied, almost like a close lens, to illumine 
the whole period. (709°44)

MODERN GARDENS. Peter Shepheard. Architectural Press, 36s. 1953. 29 cm. 
290 illustrations. 8 diagrams. Index. 


Without exception, the many gardens illustrated and briefly described in this 
beautifully designed and produced book have been made in the past twenty-five 
years, and are inspired by the ideas of the present and in sympathy with modern 
architectural theories. Examples have been selected from all over the world and they 
vary in size from back gardens to public parks. In addition to photographs of generally 
excellent quality, plans are included and details given of materials and plants. The 
author practises both as an architect and a landscape architect, and has been responsible 
for distinguished work in both fields.

THE NEW ARCHITECTURE IN GREAT BRITAIN. Edward Mills.

Since 1951 the magazine Architectural Design has published a series of articles by 
Edward Mills (an architect prominently associated with the modern movement in 
Britain) under the same general title as this book. Fifteen of these articles, each of 
which examines a recent building in considerable detail, are reproduced here. The 
author also summarises in an opening chapter the historical background to present- 
day architecture, and Sir William Holford, the distinguished town-planner and 
architect, contributes an introduction. The volume is very completely illustrated 
with photographs, plans and technical details. (720°942) 
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SCHOOL DESIGN AND CONSTRUCTION. J. A. Godfrey and 
R. Castle Cleary. Architectural Press, 36s. 1953. 224 cm. 376 pages. 40 illustrations. 
60 diagrams. Index. 


Mainly intended for architects and educationists, this book contains a thorough 
examination of the more important aspects of school design, about which radical 
changes of view have occurred since the war. It is divided into four main sections: 
a short historical review, planning the chief elements of accommodation, functional 
requirements (i.c. lighting, heating, water supply, etc.), and construction and equip- 
ping of the school building. A practical textbook, well arranged and illustrated.

Library) 


A stimulating book which can be guaranteed to sharpen the visual awareness of all 
those who look at architecture, interior decoration and furniture with intelligence 
and interest. Mr. Allsopp (Lecturer in Architecture, University of Durham, and a 
practising architect) has a flair for semi-popular exposition. His analysis of the 
influence of colour, proportion, materials, texture, fashion and other factors on our 
evaluation of rooms and buildings is crisply written, with the arguments pungently 
and often wittily emphasised in the drawings. Best described as an anatomy of 
design, this volume completes the story of the development of the English tradition 
in interior decoration described in Vol. I. (747) 


Furniture 
THE LONDON FURNITURE MAKERS FROM THE RESTORA- 
TION TO THE VICTORIAN ERA, 1660-1840. Sir Ambrose Heal. 


Batsford, 126s. 1953. 30cm. 298 pages. Coloured frontispiece. 52 illustrations. 
165 reproductions of makers’ cards. Notes to the illustrations. Bibliography. 


A superlatively produced dictionary of 2,500 cabinet-makers, upholsterers, carvers 
and gilders working in London between 1660-1840, arranged alphabetically by 
names, with addresses and dates of activity, providing a systematic record for 
reference and research. Sir Ambrose Heal has, with indefatigable patience, traced 
their names in old directories, advertisements, tradesmen’s cards and bills, as well 
as from labels found on specimens of their work. Numerous samples of the highly 
decorative engraved tradesmen’s cards are included, as well as collotype plates of 
furniture. Mr. R. W. Symonds, a noted furniture expert, contributes a chapter on 
the problems of identification of individual craftsmen’s work. Hitherto most of us 
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have been content with three or four names to label pieces of English furniture— 
Chippendale, Sheraton, Adam, Hepplewhite. Sir Ambrose’s dictionary opens up 
to the furniture collector, connoisseur and student a vast new territory to explore 
and master.

ROLLEI MANUAL. The Complete Book of Twin-Lens Photography. Alec 
Pearlman.

Alec Pearlman, who has used a Rollei for over twenty years, now presents the first 
book to give really complete and detailed instruction on the operation and handling 
of the world-famous Rolleiflex anc Rolleicord cameras. There is a most absorbing 
chapter on the evolution of the Rollei cameras. All types of Rollei, their modifications 
and many new labour-saving devices are listed and illustrated. Separate chapters 
are devoted to the use of the Rolleiflex and Rolleicord, subsidiary accessories, the 
scope of the Rollei, flash, and colour, and there are seven chapters on the technique 
of processing Rollei negatives and prints. (771°3) 


PHOTOGRAMS OF THE YEAR 1954. The Annual Review of the 
World’s Photographic Art. Introduction by Bertram Sinkinson. Commentary 
by R. H. Mason. soth year. Iliffe for ‘Amateur Photographer’, 12s.6d. 1953. 254 cm. 
32 pages of text. 96 pages of photographs. Index. 

This issue contains a selection of the world’s pictorial art chosen from the more 

important photographic salons of 1953. The résumé of photographic work during 

the year by the President of the Royal Photographic Society, Bertram Sinkinson, 
includes information given by prominent photographers concerning the progress 
of photography in their own countries. Also there are notes on the processes used 

in making photographic prints for exhibition. (779)

ORPHEUS IN NEW GUISES. Erwin Stein. Rockliff, 21s. 1953. 22$ cm. 
176 pages. 7 plates. Musical examples. Index. 


By far the most important group in this rather uneven collection of twenty-three 
articles are the eleven which discuss from various angles the music of Schénberg, 
Berg and Webern, in relation to the growth and practice of twelve-note theory. 
The author views them as a part of a musical evolution parallel to and partly derived 
from Mahler, Reger and Richard Strauss. In spite of Mr. Stein’s friendship with 
Schénberg, he has abstained from partisan judgments and writes clearly and dis- 
passionately. Time has justified many of his views, first expressed nearly thirty years 
ago. Of the other essays, the five which discuss Mahler are the most original and 
stimulating. No student of modern German music should neglect this book.

A CONCISE HISTORY OF MUSIC. William Lovelock. Bell, 12s.6d. 

1953. 19 cm. 240 pages. Frontispiece. 36 musical examples. Chapter discographies. 
Bibliography. Index. 

Good planning, essential to a history covering nearly 1,000 years, is the key-note 

of this book, more than half of which is devoted to the early and classical periods. 

The chapters devoted to medieval and Renaissance music are most commendable. 
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In general the emphasis is sensibly laid upon the main stream of music, to the 
exclusion of lesser names. Written clearly and without bias, and with the experience 
of a teacher in the Trinity College of Music, the history should be very, useful to 
students, despite occasional errors in facts, names and dates. (780-9) 


MUSIC IN THE LIFE OF ALBERT SCHWEITZER. Selected from his 
writings, translated from the German and edited by Charles R. Joy. Black, 16s. 
19$3. 23 cm. 296 pages. 11 plates. Index. 

These pages from Schweitzer’s voluminous writings reveal one’ side of a very great 

man, renowned as a theologian, still active, at seventy-eight, as a medical missionary 

in West Africa, and world-famous as an interpreter of Bach. Although the study of 

Bach’s mind and music forms the kernel of the book, it also states Schweitzer’s 

authoritative views on the problem of building both modern organs and the curved 

violin bow suitable for Bach performances. Vivid recollections of his teacher Widor 
in Paris and of Wagner’s descendants at Bayreuth show the extent of Schweitzer’s 
interests. The editor's tactful commentary provides new biographical data and welds 

the book into a unity. (786-6)

PEEPSHOW INTO PARADISE. A History of Children’s Toys. Lesley 
Gordon. Harrap, 25s. 1953. 23 cm. 264 pages. 6 colour plates. Numerous line 
drawings by the author. Bibliography. Index. 
The title is taken from G. K. Chesterton, who was referring to toys when he said: 
‘We never know how much of our after imaginations began with such a peepshow 
into paradise’. The author illustrates a three-inch toy mouse from Abydos, Egypt, 
ancient in origin, which has a lower jaw and tail worked with a string. Such things 
are sold in London streets today. In the first part of the book we are whisked through 
the ages. In the second we are made to consider types, with dolls, very properly, 
in the lead. There is a world survey to end with, and a bibliography fresh enough to 
include Leslie Daiken’s Children’s Toys Through the Ages, published 1953. (790)

DRESSING THE PLAY. Norah Lambourne. Studio Publications, 15s. 1953. 
25$.cm. 96 pages. 114 illustrations. Bibliography. (How To Do It) 
This practical and useful volume by an artist who has designed costumes and scenery 
for both amateur and professional productions (including the York Mystery Cycle 
in 1951) and who is, moreover, in her capacity as staff tutor to the British Drama 
League Training Department, in close touch with schools and colleges, deals with 
every aspect of the design and making of costumes for the stage. Especially valuable 
are her chapters on the wardrobe of adaptable garments, on choice of materials, 
on masks and costume accessories, and on the authentic sources of reference to be 
found in art galleries. (792-02)

BEGINNERS, PLEASE! A Concentrated Primer for Ballet Students of All 
Ages. Kay Ambrose in collaboration with Celia Franca. Black, 6s. 1953. 19 cm. 
66 pages. Drawings and diagrams. Endpaper drawings. Index. 


Miss Ambrose’s former primers were for ballet audiences; this one is addressed 
primarily to would-be dancers and has the technical collaboration of Celia Franca, 
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Artistic Director of the Canadian National Ballet Company. After sound prelimi- 
naries on practice dress and ‘the professional approach’, addressed variously to 
beginners, teachers and parents, it takes the dancer through the customary sequence 
of a ballet class, with sensible and clear instructions, warnings and illustrations at 
each stage. It should be helpful to a young dancer under good instruction whenever 
she or he has to work alone. (792°8) 


VIOLETTA ELVIN. FESTIVAL BALLET. Edited by Hugh Fisher. Black, 
6s. each. 1953. 25$.cm. 32 pages. Numerous photographs. (Dancers of Today) 


No. 3 of this series, with well-varied photographs and a benign editorial commentary, 
covers the history since 1946 of the young Russian dancer from the Bolshoi Theatre 
who that year joined Sadler’s Wells Ballet at Covent Garden and now dances 
ballerina roles with them. No. 4 deals similarly with the work of the company 
started in London in 1950 by Julian Braunsweg and Anton Dolin, with Alicia 
Markova as its first ballerina, an interesting series of guest artists from France and 
America, and a repertoire, classical and modern, that is rather stronger than 
customary today in the works of Fokine. (792°8) 


THE BALLET OF THE SECOND EMPIRE, 1858-1870. Ivor Guest. 
Black, 25s. 1953. 24 cm. 160 pages. 77 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 


The tragic careers of Livry and Bozzacchi; Taglioni teaching, Perrot and Saint- 
Léon rehearsing; Coppélia, the one new classic in a declining repertoire of divertisse- 
ments and revivals, these twelve years of Paris Opéra ballet make a sad but interesting 
chapter of dance-history, excellently told. Sources are not, unfortunately, precisely 
indicated, but, by skilful use of personal reminiscences and official archives besides 
the printed sources listed in the bibliography, not only are personalities revivified 
but all sound evidences are reproduced for estimating methods and conditions of 
working, and style and effect of execution. Appendices list chronologically ballets, 
divertissements and principal dancers at the Opéra, and usefully summarise 
contemporary dance activity at other Paris theatres. (792°8) 


AN ANATOMY OF BALLET. Fernau Hall. Melrose, 30s. 1953. 23} cm. 
470 pages. 85 illustrations. 12 drawings. Biographical note on the author. Index. 


The author, less anatomist than prophet, sees and laments a confusion and frustration 
of creative progress in contemporary theatre-dance and seeks to indicate better 
conditions by analysing ‘the creative potentialities of each type of ballet and ballet 
company’. After some compressed history (Europe, 1700-1929), he classifies, first by 
choreographic style, then by company-structure, such subsequent work in Europe, 
America and the Indian continent as he knows or considers relevant. Readers expert 
in each section will assess for themselves the validity of arguments often sustained 
more by conviction than scholarship. A bold essay, full of prejudice, but tonic.

Theatrical Production 
RENOWN AT STRATFORD. A Record of the Shakespeare Festival in 
Canada, 1953. Tyrone Guthrie, Robertson Davies, Grant Macdonald. Clarke, 
Irwin (Toronto, Canada), $3-50. 1953. 234cm. 136 pages. 24 illustrations (23 
portraits in colour). 
The production of Richard III and All’s Well That Ends Well at Stratford, Ontario, 
in 1953, marked a milestone in the artistic life of Canada. It was a happy thought to 
have the Festival chronicled in this beautifully produced book. The heroic-like 
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struggle to bring an idea to reality is told by the Festival Director, Tyrone Guthrie. 
Robertson Davies, Canada’s leading dramatist, contributes a series of interpretations 
of the various actors in their parts and these are effectively illustrated by Grant 
Macdonald who has succeeded in catching the actors in their stage personalities. 
This is a festive volume worthy of the achievement of the Festival (792-92) 


The Cinema 


REFLECTIONS ON THE CINEMA. René Clair. Translated from the 
French by Vera Traill. Kimber, 18s. 1953. 224 cm. 160 pages. Index. 
Too few film-makers of the importance of René Clair have published their views 
about the art they practise. This book is mainly a colloquy between Clair 1950 and 
Clair 1923, when he was making films in the French avant-garde movement 
and writing provocative articles which are quoted here at length. Clair admires 
Chaplin above all other film-makers, and regards Vittorio de Sica as his closest 
follower. He dislikes most of all films which ape the drama, and regrets that the sound 
film played into the hands of those who wanted to make the cinema a celluloid 
theatre. The book becomes a revealing discussion of the development of the true 
art of the film seen from the double viewpoint of the past and the present. It includes 
a final chapter on television, which Clair thinks will not mature until its programmes 
are prepared on film. (79293) 


FRENCH FILM. Georges Sadoul. Falcon Press, 16s. 1953. 254m. 140 pages. 
84 photographs. Index. (National Cinema) 


Georges Sadoul is the noted French film historian whose Histoire Générale du Cinéma 
has now reached its fourth volume. In this new book, the first detailed history of 
the French film to be published in Britain, he outlines the development of film- 
making in France from the experiments of Marey in the 1880s to the films of 1950. 
Sadoul’s knowledge of his subject is so comprehensive that he manages in the 125 
quarto pages at his disposal to introduce a considerable amount of detail, and to give 
due prominence to the important pioneer work done in the French cinema from 
1895 to 1920. The book is well indexed. (792-93) 


Dancing 

DANCES OF BELGIUM. Roger Pinon and Henri Jamar. Translated from 
the French by Violet Alford. DANCES OF IRELAND. Peader and Gerald 
O’Rafferty. Parrish, 4s.6d. each. 1953. 19 cm. 40 pages. 4 colour plates. Diagrams. 
Map. Bibliography. (Handbooks of European National Dances) 

This useful series, published under the auspices of the Royal Academy of Dancing 

and the Ling Physical Education Association, continues with brief and expert 

descriptions of the native styles of dancing that have survived historical vicissitude 

in the much troubled lands of Ireland, Flanders and the Walloon country. As usual, 

a general account is followed by precise instructions and tunes for two or three 

characteristic dances. (793°31)

COMPENDIUM OF INDOOR GAMES. Vol. I. CARD GAMES. 


Hubert Phillips. Witherby, 12s.6d. 1953. 20cm. 356 pages. Diagrams. (Sports 
and Pastimes Library) 


Fifty of the most popular card games and twenty-eight games of Patience are 
described in this book by one of Britain’s leading authorities on such games. Very 
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many illustrative examples are given and the accounts of the tactics which may be 
employed are entertainingly written. In addition to the popular games which 
naturally include Contract Bridge, Solo Whist, Canasta, Poker, Piquet, Black Maria 
and Cribbage, some new games such as Contract Whist, Gin Rummy and Challenge 
are well explained. (795°4) 


THE AUSTRALIANS IN ENGLAND. A Record of the 21 Australian 
Cricket Tours of England, 1878-1953. Roy Webber. Hodder & Stoughton, 15s. 
1953. 224 cm. 256 pages. 41 photographs. Tables. 

The well-known cricket statistician provides, in this book, the only complete record 

of Anglo-Australian cricket in England and has, thereby, added another valuable 

work of reference to cricket history. The book gives a complete review of all the 
tours with full records and averages of each. Cricket lovers of all ages will be reminded 
of the great matches played during the period covered and the famous cricketers

THE FIGHT FOR THE ASHES, 1953. A Complete Account of the 
Australian Tour. Peter West. Statistical analysis by Roy Webber. Harrap in 
association with Australasian Publishing Co. (Sydney, Australia), 15s. 1953. 204 cm. 
338 pages. 36 photographs. Tables. 


Famous cricketers of the past have contributed to the series of books which, under 
the same title, have provided authoritative accounts of the tours of Australian cricket 
teams in England at intervals during the last twenty-five years or so. This book, 
by one of the British Broadcasting Corporation’s team of commentators on the Test 
Matches played last summer, stands well beside the previous volumes. It is a faithful 
account of the tour, written with good judgment, and a useful reference book because 
it not only deals with the Test Matches in detail but covers all the matches played 
by the Australian team in the United Kingdom during the tour. The statistical 
analysis is a valuable supplement by the leading cricket statistician of the present 
time.

IN SEARCH OF WINTER SPORT. Monk Gibbon. Evans Bros., 18s. 1953.

Winter sport, particularly ski-ing in Switzerland, is the subject of this well-produced 

and readable book. Sound advice on ski-ing for experts and novices and information 

about hotels, transport and local amenities are given for all who contemplate a 

winter-sports holiday. This is a travel and sports book combined and contains many 

good anecdotes and personal reminiscences. (796-9) 


YACHTING WORLD ANNUAL, 1954. Iliffe for ‘Yachting World’, 30s. 
1953. 28}cm. 220 pages (including 28 pages of advertisements). Numerous 
photographs and diagrams. 2 maps. Bibliography. Index. 


In this authoritative annual special features are: Mr. J. Laurent Giles on Balance in 
Yacht Design; notes on Royal events, including a description of the Coronation 
Review at Spithead, together with some details of the newly-launched Britannia, 
the Queen’s yacht; two technical articles on Glass Fibre Reinforced Plastics and 
Synthetic Fibres in building and in sail-making, and an extensive section on current 
designs. Particulars of some forty new constructions are given, and in this feature 
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the diagrams and photographs are of high value. Specialist writing is combined as 
far as possible with general interest to those who are nautically-minded. (797-14) 





HORSEMAN’S YEAR, 1954. Edited by W. E. Lyon. Collins, 15s. 1953.

This annual is now well established and once again is the work of a team of dis- 
tinguished contributors. Almost every aspect of horsemanship is dealt with, including 
the National Hunt Season of 1952-53, the Flat-racing Season of 1953, show-jumping, 
foxhunting, polo, and Commonwealth and foreign riding and racing. One interesting 
chapter deals with the Coronation Procession from the horseman’s point of view. 
The appendices include results of the past season’s races, Horse Show results, 
championships and lists of associations and societies concerned with horses and 


ponies. (798) 


DROP ME A LINE. Being Letters Exchanged on Trout and Coarse Fishing. 
Maurice Ingham and Richard Walker. Douglas Saunders: MacGibbon & Kee, 
18s. 1953. 22} cm. 296 pages. 16 photographs. 120 diagrams by the authors. 


These letters were not written with a view to publication, but the exchange of 
views between two real experts has led to a delightful and valuable book on angling. 
Both authors are primarily concerned with coarse fishing in still waters and are 
skilful carp fishers, but nevertheless there is much in this book which will also interest 
the fly fisherman. This is truly excellent ‘talk of fish and fishing’. (799°1) 


DARK ESTUARY. ‘B.B.’ Hollis & Carter, 30s. 1953. 25cm. 176 pages. 
Headpiece drawings and 15 illustrations in colour by D. J. Watkins-Pitchford. 
Glossary. 

The text of this book is frankly reminiscent and anecdotal and is compounded of 

experiences drawn from many wildfowling excursions. To wildfowlers themselves 

this will be sufficient recommendation. To others one should add that the atmosphere 
of a frosty dawn on the salt marshes or a storm of rain by a sullen sea is skilfully 
created by the author from his past enjoyments. The paintings are variable: two 
magnificently suggest the chillness of wintry water and several of Scotland exploit 
with unerring touch the improbable luridness of the colours. The fowl are incidental 

in the paintings, but there are several satisfying black-and-whites, especially one of a 

heron sailing over dunes. (799°24)

THE OXFORD DICTIONARY OF QUOTATIONS. 2nd edition. 
Oxford University Press, 428. 1953. 244.00m. 1,024 pages. Indexes. 
This well-established reference book, first published in 1941, is primarily intended 
to be a dictionary of familiar quotations. It maintains this character, in this edition, 
by dropping 250 quotations appearing in the first edition, and adding 1,300 of wider 
currency. Sectional classification of foreign and anonymous quotations and those 
from the Bible and from ballads, etc. has been discarded and such quotations are now 
incorporated in the main alphabetical scheme of the book. A number of errors have 
been corrected and many sources more precisely given. An efficiently revised index 
to the 400,000 quotations enables them to be easily traced. The generous contexts 
and the translations give a stimulating quality to this outstanding work. (808-88)

ERNEST HEMINGWAY. Philip Young. Bell, 12s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 256 pages. 
Notes. Index. (Bell Critical Hand-books) 


A study of Mr. Hemingway’s fiction, which includes enough biography to establish 
the author's critical points. Mr. Young rates his subject higher than most critics 
have done, but he is certainly right in insisting on Mr. Hemingway's remarkable 
influence on contemporary novelists. His most valuable chapters are those devoted 
to the origins of Mr. Hemingway’s style: besides the familiar literary ancestry of 
Mark Twain, James Joyce and Gertrude Stein he traces some interesting parallels 
with the work of Stephen Crane. If the material of the stories now seems less original 
than it once did, Mr. Hemingway is revealed as a novelist who always makes his 
borrowing his own and often improves on it. (813-5) 


English Literature 


THE GOLDEN HORIZON. Edited together with an introduction by Cyril 
Connolly. Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 25s. 1953. 214 cm. 612 pages. 


Horizon was always a magazine of surprise and rich variety, and this choice of 
reprints falls into quite distinct sections. The most characteristic are the stories, poems 
and journals which capture the turbulent rhythms of the war years, a record of the 
Zeitgeist which Horizon always regarded as one of its principal tasks. Elsewhere are 
stories chosen for their entertainment value, a persona] selection of poems, and the best 
of the literary essays—those on the arts are excluded. The general level is high and all 
these pieces deserved rescuing from oblivion: the fifties have a long way to go to 
reproduce magazine literature of this standard. (820-8)

THE ENGLISH ASSOCIATION BOOK OF VERSE. An Anthology of 
English Poetry of the British Isles from Chaucer to the Present Day. Selected 
and arranged by Peter Leyland in collaboration with M. Alderton Pink. Allen

This is a representative selection of the poetry of the British Isles from Chaucer’s 
time to the twentieth century, to show how man’s wide range of experiences is 
expressed in poetry. It is divided into eight sections: Action, Love, Art, Fantasy and 
Symbol, Man and Nature, The Span of Life, Man and Society, Man and God, and in 
each the poems are arranged according to subject matter, feeling and treatment. 
Man and Society, for instance, deals with the need for human relationships, village and 
town communities, the transcience of human power, political enmities, patriotism, 
and the future of society. Skill in’ selection and arrangement has produced an 
illuminating anthology. (821-08) 


SWINBURNE. H. J. C. Grierson. Longmans for the British Council, 2s. 1953. 
21} cm. 32 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. Paper covers. (Bibliographical 
Supplements to ‘British Book News’) 

In this essay Sir Herbert Grierson brings out the main characteristic of the poetry 

of Swinburne (1837-1909). He early achieved a mastery of poetic form, enchanting 

in its melody, rhythm and verbal felicity, but he was primarily concerned in perfecting 
his art and not in expressing his own experience. Except in his antitheism Swinburne 
said nothing he had not caught from others; readers experience disillusionment in 
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the repetition of his themes. The essay deals briefly with Swinburne’s poetic drama and 
his two novels, and discusses him as a narrative poet and a critic. This is a welcome 
introduction to Swinburne’s work. (821-8) 


THE EAGLE OF PROMETHEUS. Joseph Chiari. Hand and Flower Press 
(Aldington, Kent), ss. 1953. 184. cm. 70 pages. Paper covers. 

Shells, marble, ice, frost, moon, graveyards—such are the properties of the muted 
and motionless landscape described in these poems. But the impression is not of a 
stark visionary world—such as that often portrayed in surrealist paintings—but 
rather one of a world of impeccable poetic taste. This impression is emphasised 
by the frequent employment of classical symbols. The collection is interesting as an 
example of the poetry now fashionable—a poetry conservative in content and manner, 
using suggestion rather than direct statement, its music delicate and virginal-like.

Although the volume of her work was small and its range slight, Charlotte Mew is 
one of the few Georgian poets whose reputation has continued to rise, perhaps 
because of her mastery of a deceptively artless style of writing. Whether she describes 
the simple human affections, the changing moods of the seasons or the intuitive 
knowledge of country folk, she possesses a deep unobtrusive sympathy with her 
subject which is expressed in the instinctive skill and the purity of her verse rhythms. 
Mrs. Harold Monro pays tribute to the reserve and fw of a remarkable poet 
whose difficult circumstances prevented the full flowering of her gifts. (821-9) 


GARDENERS AND ASTRONOMERS. Edith Sitwell. Macmillan, 8s.6d. 
1953. 224 cm. $4 pages. Notes. 


In recent years the astonishing verbal dexterity which Dr. Sitwell has always 
displayed in her work has been used in the service of themes of ever-increasi 

profundity. In her new collection her subject is the mystery of death and rebirth 
—the recurring healing and fructifying powers of nature—with the associated themes 
of sin, folly, pity. She is a poet with a priestly vocation, prophetic, admonitory, 
compassionate, whose utterances are made in language as sumptuous as tapestry 
and solemn-sounding as hammered gongs. The poems in this volume awe by the 
seriousness of their thought and delight by the gorgeousness of their expression 
—a sign of true poetry. (821-9) 


SELECTED POEMS. R. C. Trevelyan. With a letter and caricature by Sir 
Max Beerbohm and a foreword by Humphry Trevelyan. MacGibbon & Kee, 
8s.6d.

This selection of the late R. C. Trevelyan’s poems is virtually a memorial volume, 
containing tributes from friends and a choice from his total output of verse. He 
was not a poet with a demon inside him, but was moved to write largely through an 
admiration of the classical virtues of clarity, restraint, form, precision. His themes 
are most often those of friendship and nature, interspersed with occasions of quiet 
humour and serious self-enquiry. These are the poems of a scholar 

knowledge of the culture of many times and places and in their gentle, civilised way are 
capable of giving lasting pleasure.

PLAYS. Vol. I. Gordon Daviot. Peter Davies, 15s. 1953. 19 cm. 256 pages. Notes. 
Elizabeth MacKintosh, who died in 1952, established her reputation as a playwright 
under the name of Gordon Daviot, and as a detective novelist under the name of 
Josephine Tey. A biographical foreword by Sir John Gielgud precedes the plays in 
this volume (the first of three). The plays are: The Little Dry Thorn, a biblical drama 
concerning Abraham, Sara, Hagar and Ishmael; Valerius, an historical play set in an 
infantry post on the Great Wall during the Roman occupation of Britain; and 
Dickon, a play about Richard III, in which the author seeks to establish his goodness 
(as she did in her novel, The Daughter of Time) in contrast to Shakespeare’s portrayal 
of him as a monster. (822-9) 


SEVEN FAMOUS ONE-ACT PLAYS. Second Series. Penguin Books, 2s.

A brief note, On Reading Plays, introduces this selection. The editor’s choice, 
governed both by the plays’ dramatic qualities and by their interest to playreading 
circles, has fallen on Villa for Sale, a light comedy by Sacha Guitry; We Were 
Dancing, from the To-night at 8.30 series by Noél Coward; Master Dudley, a melo- 
drama by Philip Johnson; Interlude, an Irish drama by Paul Vincent Carroll; A 
Husband for Breakfast, a Welsh comedy by Ronald Elwy Mitchell; The Rose in the 
Cloister, a medieval fantasy by Margaret Luce; and The Will, J. M. Barrie’s classic 
Edwardian tragedy from his Half Hours. (822°9) 


PLAYS OF THE YEAR. Vol. 8. 1952-53. Chosen by J. C. Trewin. Elek Books, 
18s. 1953. 19 cm. $38 pages. 
Of these five plays four have been successful on the London stage and the fifth has 
aroused considerable interest in Paris. Mr. Trewin introduces the plays briefly 
without especially analysing their merits or giving reasons for his choice. They are: 
Dear Charles, a comedy adapted from Les Enfants d’Edouard by Alan Melville; Affairs 
of State, a light comedy written in English by the French author Louis Verneuil; 
Murder Mistaken, a study of a murderer, by Janet Green; For Better, For Worse, a 
domestic comedy by Arthur Watkyn; and The Waltz of the Toreadors, adapted 
by Lucienne Hill from a play by Jean Anouilh, which delves further into the private 
life of two of the characters in an earlier play by Anouilh, Ardéle. (822-9)

THE VICAR OF WAKEFIELD. SHE STOOPS TO CONQUER. 
POEMS. Oliver Goldsmith. Introduction by C. E. Vulliamy. Collins, 4s. 1953. 
18$.cm. 320 pages. Portrait. Biographical and bibliographical notes. (Collins 
New Classics) 

This well-produced book offers, at a remarkably. ow price, most of Goldsmith’s 

best work apart from his essays. There are only three poems, “The Deserted Village’ 

being one, but the novel and the play are given complete, and both of them are 

full of that humorous charm which inspired Dr. Johnson to say that his Irish friend 

‘touched nothing which he did not adorn’. (823-6) 


EVELYN WAUGH. Christopher Hollis. Longmans for the British Council, 2s. 
1954. 214cm. 38 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. Paper covers. 
(Bibliographical Supplements to ‘British Book News’) 


In the course of his chronological discussion of Mr. Waugh’s fiction Mr. Hollis 
clears him of lacking in pity for his characters, declares that The Loved One is not an 
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extravaganza, but one of the most serious of all Mr. Waugh’s works, and describes 
these works as two-dimensional and three-dimensional according to whether they 
were written before or after Mr. Waugh’s emergence as a Roman Catholic writer. 
He throws out a number of other stimulating ideas, and his expositions of such books 
as Helena and Brideshead Revisited will make readers return to them with fresh interest.

FIVE PLAYS. Moliére. Translated from the French, with an introduction, by 
John Wood. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1953. 18 cm. 270 pages. Notes. Paper covers. 
(Penguin Classics) 


This is a spirited venture. Mr. Wood has discreetly chosen plays written in prose 
(Le Bourgeois Gentilhomme, Les Fourberies de Scapin, I’ Avare, ! Amour Médecin, and Dom 
Juan). Those unable to read Moliére in the original will enjoy these plays and admire 
Mr. Wood’s undoubted dexterity. His introduction gives the main facts of Moliére’s 
life, with critical appreciation of the selected plays (supplemented by brief notes in 
the appendix). Moliére’s philosophy is perhaps too cursorily dismissed. The emphasis 
on Moliére’s plays being written for acting is wise and timely. (842-4) 


CYRANO DE BERGERAC. Edmond Rostand. Translated from the French 
by Brian Hooker. Heinemann: Allen & Unwin, 6s. 1953. 19}cm. 176 pages. 
Boards. (Drama Library) 


This verse translation of an heroic drama made famous in France by the great actor 
Coquelin—to whom Edmond Rostand (1868-1918) dedicated his ‘poem’—was 
originally published in Brian Hooker’s version by Allen & Unwin. Long out of 
print in both this and other translations, its’ appearance in this useful series will be 
beneficial both to readers and to the dramatic companies who wish to perform it.

PROBLEMS IN GREEK POETRY. C. M. Bowra. Oxford University Press, 
21s. 1953. 23 cm. 184 pages. Index. 


It is given to few scholars to combine the range of the Warden of Wadham College, 
Oxford, with the close and accurate scholarship which the present volume reveals. 
The book is in fact a collection of papers which Sir Maurice Bowra has published 
at various times in scholarly journals here and abroad. The subjects treated range 
from Xenophanes to Erinna, yet the book has a unity of method and approach. It 
should commend itself to many outside the circle of classical specialists to whom it is 
primarily addressed. (881)

LITERATURES OF THE EAST: An Appreciation. Edited by Eric B. Ceadel. 
Introduction by A. J. Arberry. Murray, 8s.6d. 1953. 174m. 208 pages. Map.

This revised collection of Cambridge lectures delivered by eminent scholars covers 
the Hebrew, Arabic, Iranian, Persian, Sanskrit, Chinese and Japanese literatures, 
and provides an excellent introduction to any one of them. The history of each is 
described, with the salient features of the various periods into which it falls. 
Condensation has made it necessary to reduce quotations to the minimum, but 
enough are included to illustrate the points made. The selective bibliographies are an 
outstanding feature. (890)

THE LEGACY OF THE ANCIENT WORLD. W. G. de Burgh. 2 vols. 
Penguin Books, 2s.6d. each. 1953. 18 cm. 636 pages. Bibliography. Index. Paper 
covers. (Pelican Books) 


A reprint of the revised edition (1947) of this work by the late Professor of Moral 
Philosophy in the University of Reading, first published in 1923. It is a sympathetic 
sketch of the foundations of Western civilisation, describing how the three strands of 
Hebrew religion, Greek philosophy and science, and Roman Law and administration 
contributed to the founding of Christendom and were interwoven to form the unity 
of Western civilised life. The author has packed much information on the ‘achieve- 
ments’ into the first three-quarters of the book, giving less space to the legacy in 
the Middle Ages and at the Renaissance. It provides a sound introduction to a vast 
and important subject. (901) 


A CENTURY’S CHANGES OF OUTLOOK. The Hibbert Centenary 
Lecture. Viscount Samuel. Cambridge University Press, 2s.6d. 1953. 18cm. 22 
pages. Paper covers. 


Anything that Viscount Samuel says is worthy of attention, but recently his 
utterances have assumed the gravity and wisdom of the sage. This lecture, written 
in his usual measured style, stresses the extent to which man’s spiritual development 
has failed to keep pace with material progress. There is no hope for humanity unless 
‘we enlist every faculty of the mind—the whole human endowment’ in order to 
save ourselves from disaster. Coming from an experienced politician and a deep 
thinker, these words carry weight. It is reassuring to find a man approaching his 
ninth decade convinced that reason will finally prevail. (909) 


Geography Travel and Topography 
WHAT THE WORLD SHOWED ME. From the Arctic to the Jungte. 
Per Host. Translated from the Norwegian by Katherine John. Methuen, 18s. 
1953. 21 cm. 230 pages. 69 photographs (13 in colour). 
Per Host’s experiences have been wide-ranging, from the day he embarked as a 
zoologist on an Arctic sealer to his sojourn with Indian tribes in Central America. 
He records his experiences and observations without pedantry, and humorously, 
for the general reader rather than the specialist. His account of the Choco Indians is 
particularly attractive; he admires ‘their complete spontaneous enjoyment of all the 
big and Jittle blessings nature can give’. Unlike many primitive peoples, they appear 
to possess a sense of social solidarity which should secure them against rapid extermi- 
nation by the encroaching outside world. This is an eminently readable and heartening 
book, accompanied by excellent photographs. (910) 


MANDEVILLE’S TRAVELS. Edited by Malcolm Letts. 2 vols. Hakluyt 
Society, 84s. 1953. 23 cm. 630 pages. 4 illustrations (1 in colour). 2 maps. Glossary. 
Bibliography. Index. 

The President of the Hakluyt Society has, in these two volumes, given us not merely 

the best existing text of Mandeville but an annotation of all the principal Mandeville 

manuscripts which are extant. His edition is the flowering of thirty years’ study of 
that extraordinary Englishman who, living in exile at Liége in the fourteenth century, 
composed what purported to be a guide to the Holy Land but what was, in fact, 

a unique medley of borrowed geography, folk-lore, nonsense and travel. (910) 
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PIETRO’S PILGRIMAGE. A Journey to India and back at the Beginning 
of the Seventeenth Century. Wilfrid Blunt. Barrie, 21s. 1953. 224 cm. 332 pages. 
30 plates. Map. Bibliography. Index. 

Pictro Della Valle, a young Roman patrician of the early seventeenth century, 

ranks high among the cultivated Italians of his day who became the pioneers of 

Oriental travel. The empires of Turkey, Persia and India were still lands of mystery 

and wonder to the Westerner, and their civilisation in important respects still excelled 

the European. Pietro travelled, Herodotus-like, not for gain but in the spirit of 
enquiry, to make discoveries in art, in history and in the knowledge of peoples. 

His travels stretched from Venice to Goa. He climbed Mount Sinai, acquired several 

mummies of great value, identified the ruins of ancient Babylon and was both 

married and widowed. He fell in love with the East so that his youthful tour expanded 
into a twelve-year pilgrimage. His immensely voluminous correspondence has 
been skilfully compressed by Mr. Blunt, whose impressive scholarship both enriches 
the narrative and keeps it in shape. (910°4) 


ATLANTIC ADVENTURERS. Voyages in Small Craft. Humphrey Barton. 
Adlard Coles in association with Harrap, 18s. 1953. 224 cm. 232 pages. 33 illus- 
trations. 3 drawings in text. Endpaper map. Bibliography. Glossary. Index. 

The author himself crossed the Atlantic three years ago in the 25-foot Vertue XXXV. 

Since then he has been at work amassing records, many from newspaper sources, 

of the numerous small-boat crossings which have been made since the middle of the 

last century, the greater number of them from west to east, in the direction of 
the prevailing winds. Quite one of the most astounding of the true stories he has 
collected is that of the Richard K. Fox. This was an 18-foot boat which was actually 
rowed by two Norwegians, George and Frank Samuelson, from New York to the 
Scilly Islands, in fifty-five days. No one has ever sought to emulate that record.

UNCONVENTIONAL VOYAGES. Arthur Lower. Ryerson Press (Toronto, 
Canada), $3-50. 1953. 21 cm. 166 pages. 


The author, Douglas Professor of History in Queen’s University, Kingston, Ontario, 
has led a double life—‘in winter, an academic, and in the summers reverting to some 
form of the primitive’. These personal essays describe with a gentle humour his 
summer travels by canoe, freighter, motor launch and liner, ranging from northern 
Canada and the Great Lakes to the English Channel and the Atlantic. Experiences 
during World War I at Ostend and a trans-Atlantic crossing with a cargo of TNT 
are included in ‘nineteen short, varied and delightful episodes afloat’—an interesting 
contrast to his recent book Canada, Nation and Neighbour. (910°45) 


A SOCIAL GEOGRAPHY OF EUROPE. J. M. Houston. Duckworth, 
21s. 1953. 22$cm. 272 pages. 27 photographs. 47 maps, plans and diagrams. 
Glossary. Bibliography. Index. 

Mr. Houston’s text is in two parts: the first an exposition of the scope of human 

geography; the second a study of one segment of this, designated the ‘social geography’ 

of Europe, which covers the rural landscape (field patterns and house types), rural 
and urban settlements, and the geographical interpretation of population data. This 
section is factual, based on personal research and extensive reading, and in part it 
breaks fresh ground for British textbooks. The student would probably profit by 
reading it first; he would then be better equipped to evaluate the argument of the 
first part. There is much here to support the author’s plea that human geography 
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finds a better analogy in history rather than in the exact sciences. Despite some 
obscurities in phrasing, the book, with its extensive bibliography, should be useful 
to students. (911) 


PLEASURE OF RUINS. Rose Macaulay. Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 25s. 1953. 
22$ cm. 484 pages. 72 illustrations. 4 illustrations in text. Index. 
This monumental encyclopedia of decay touches most of the survivals of human 
vance in the Old World and stretches from Macao to Paraguay. Its quest is not 
owledge but sentiment, the emotions which ruins excite in the spectator and the 
reasons for this, and the impressions of writers from Isaiah to Gertrude Bell are cited 
to enrich the account. Miss Macaulay’s own interpretation, what she calls ‘the 
romantic swimming down the river of time’, is always interesting, but the mass 
of quotation at times weighs as heavily on the book as the Great Pyramid itself. 
It is finely illustrated, mainly with eighteenth and nineteenth century paintings and 
engravings. (913) 


THE FENS. Alan Bloom. Hale, 18s. 1953. 22 cm. 338 pages. 25 photographs. 
2 maps. Index. (Regional Books) 
The Fens lie west and south of the Wash, a highly fertile area of reclaimed marsh, 
of silt and peat, which is unique in England, with Lincoln, Spalding, King’s Lynn, 
Wisbech and Ely as its principal towns. Mr. Bloom, a Fenman by birth and vocation, 
describes his native country with painstaking thoroughness, dealing with its history, 
topography and architecture, its people and their ways, and its present-day problems 
as ‘a vital part of the nation’s larder’. (914°2) 


ROMNEY MARSH. Walter J. C. Murray. Hale, 18s. 1953. 22 cm. 230 pages. 
21 illustrations. 15 drawings, diagrams and maps. Bibliography. Index. (Regional 
Books) 

This makes a good introduction to a small but highly individual region of England. 

The constant fluctuations in the battle of land and sea are clearly outlined, with the 

aid of sketch maps, and to them are related the fortunes of the two Cinque Ports, 

Romney and Hythe, and the ‘ancient towns’ of Rye and Winchelsea. Mr. Murray 

has much picturesque, and sometimes tragic, history to record, and he pays a tribute 

to the farmers who have met and overcome their peculiar problems. He writes with 
knowledge and enthusiasm, if a little aridly at times. (914°2) 


THE SCYTHE IN THE APPLE TREE. C. Henry Warren. Hale, 15s. 1953. 
22$ cm. 158 pages. 17 photographs. 
A discursive and nostalgic book about the author’s Essex cottage (the previous 
owner's scythe hangs in the apple tree in the garden as a memorial to the man 
himself and as a symbol of a fast disappearing way of life), and also about the fields 
and farms among which it stands, their flora, fauna and human inhabitants. Mr. 
Warren successfully communicates to his readers his delight in many things, in old 
roses, bird-song, country crafts, old farm records and, above all, in the men of the 
countryside whose portraits he paints here with humour and genuine affection.

THE SAVOY OF LONDON. Compton Mackenzie. Harrap, 12s.6d. 1953. 
21 cm. 142 pages. 32 illustrations (14 in colour). Endpaper illustrations in colour. 
Index. 
Sir Compton Mackenzie celebrates what Americans call with affection the Savoy 
Hotel. He does more than that. He retraces the history of the well-known site in the

Strand right back to the days when it was presented by King Henry Ill of England to 
Peter, Count of Savoy, after whom it is named. The history of the Savoy Theatre, 
with its long D’Oyly Carte association, is also followed. It will be a surprise to many 
to learn that this theatre was the first building in the world to be lighted (inside) by 
electricity, and that, in the early days of the B.B.C., it was to the Savoy plant that 
the Broadcasters turned for their power when the Savoy Orpheans were on the air 
six nights a week. The illustrations are excellent throughout. (914°21) 


LONDON GENERAL. Frederick Willis. Phoenix House, 18s. 1953. 22} cm. 
192 pages. 4 illustrations. 


London as it looked from the top of an old horse bus of the London General Omnibus 
Company is the theme of this, the third of Mr. Willis’s books on London life of fifty 
years ago. He looks at this London with the eyes of a young apprentice enjoying his 
job and his leisure. He describes his riverside haunts, and walks in the rural suburbs. 
The old music-halls, homely taverns, and London at night give him many stories, 
as do the bookshops, seaside holidays and what, to him, was Bohemia. The book, 
informative, entertaining and vivid with first-hand experience, re-creates a scene 
arresting to the social historian and the general reader. (914°21) 


CYPRUS IN PICTURE. Reno Wideson. Introduction by Sir Andrew 
Wright. MacGibbon & Kee, 25s. 1953. 26 cm. 184 pages. 177 photographs. End- 
paper map and decorations. 


The author explains disarmingly that his book is a collection of subjects photographed 
at random, not a planned survey. As a photographer he has a considerable talent for 
seizing the happy moment or the casual grouping, and his studies of peasants, whether 
toiling or lazing, form the best part of his book. By comparison the island’s archi- 
tecture and monuments are hardly so generously treated. St. Hilarion and Bellapais 
are only descried in the distance and Famagusta and Kyrenia receive somewhat less 
than their due. But the sea at Paphos, the mountains of Troodos and the coming of 
spring in the forests are magnificently pictured. (91564) 


THE HOSTILE SUN. A Malayan Journey. Tom Stacey. Duckworth, 15s. 
1953. 224.cm. 182 pages. 38 photographs. Drawing. 2 maps. Glossary. 


The author of this unusual book was a young National Service subaltern in Malaya. 
He describes in detail a fortnight’s leave spent in seeking out and living with a section 
of the aboriginal Temiar in the Kelantan jungle. The result is a vivid record of how 
Malaya, its peoples, and its problems appeared to an observant, intelligent and out- 
spoken youth of twenty. He writes extremely well, except for an occasional effort 
at fine writing or at shocking the conventional. Always sympathetic to the Malays 
and the aboriginals, he was able, despite the shortness of his visit, to record much 
interesting detail about the Temiar. (915-95) 


THIS IS SASKATCHEWAN. Robert Moon. Ryerson Press (Toronto, Canada), 
$4°00. 1953. 21 cm. 254 pages. 12 plates. Endpaper maps. Index. 
Canada’s wheat and uranium province is here presented in a light-weight survey 
by a Saskatchewan-born journalist. Historical facts, statistics, and vivid and colourful 
descriptions are arrayed in travel brochure fashion. The author’s factual reporting 
is well organised, and based on extensive travel and first-hand knowledge. Almost 
every aspect of the province and its people is described, and anecdotes and folk 
tales are liberally provided. (917-124) 
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THE SUNBURNT COUNTRY. Profile of Australia. Edited by Ian Bevan. 
Collins, 15s. 1953. 22 cm. 256 pages. 42 photographs. Index. 


Written by the Society of Australian Writers in Great Britain as a tribute and with 
the thought that it might be helpful to the Queen and the Duke of Edinburgh on 
their tour through Australia, this delightful book contains chapters by sixteen authors 
on the Australian scene. Chester Wilmot and Ian Grey write ‘A New Nation’; 
Colin Wills, Paul Brickhill and two more deal with “The Landscape’; and Russell 
Braddon, Eric Partridge and others describe “The People’; an introduction is provided 
by Gilbert Murray, who is Australian by birth. As an interpretation by skilled writers 
of their fellow-countrymen, the book is not only a worthy tribute on the occasion 
of the Royal Tour but should bring pleasure and understanding to the readers of it.

POWER AND INFLUENCE. Lord Beveridge. Hodder & Stoughton, 30s.

In this autobiography Lord Beveridge aims to illustrate from personal experience 
the ways in which power and influence, as alternatives, can succeed in getting things 
done. The wide range of activities which he records will assure the book of a keenly 
interested body of readers, covering, as it does, his experiences as Sub-Warden of 
Toynbee Hall, member of the Central Unemployed Body for London, Permanent 
Secretary of the Ministry of Food, Director of the London School of Economics, 
Master of University College, Oxford, Member of Parliament and author of the 
famous report on Social Insurance and Allied Services and numerous other works. (92) 


PAUSE. A Sketch Book. Emily Carr. Clarke Irwin (Toronto, Canada), $3-00. 
1953. 23} cm. 156 pages. 39 illustrations. 


THE HEART OF A PEACOCK. Emily Carr. Edited by Ira Dilworth. Oxford 
University Press (Toronto, Canada), $3-50. 1953. 23 cm. 250 pages. Line drawings 
by the author. 


Emily Carr, at her death in 1945, had achieved recognition as one of Canada’s most 
original painters and writers. These two volumes of hitherto unpublished manu- 
scripts reinforce her reputation and reveal more of her fascinating personality. 
Pause, an autobiographical sketch of eighteen months spent in an English sanatorium, 
is augmented by thirty-nine of the author’s pencil drawings, while The Heart of a 
Peacock is a miscellany built around stories of the author’s childhood and her Indian 
and animal friends. Each of these works bears witness to Emily Carr’s highly individual 
style and personal and artistic integrity. (92) 


CHURCHILL. By his Contemporaries. Edited by Charles Eade. Hutchinson, 
258. 1953. 234m. $28 pages. 13 photographs. Indexes. 


Sir Winston Churchill has in his time played many parts; and this book contains 
estimates of his performance in some two score of them, by persons qualified for the 
task—some of them with the special qualification of having worked in close asso- 
ciation with him. We see him in his relations with Parliament, the Armed Forces, 
Allies and Enemies, the Empire and Foreign Countries; in the literary field, as 
Historian, Biographer, Editor, Novelist, Journalist and War Correspondent; -at 
leisure, as Artist and Racing Man; in society, as Guest and Conversationalist; and in 
other spheres under other aspects. The result is not only a vivid portrait of the man 
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against a variegated background of circumstance, but is often an interesting com- 
mentary, from a specialist angle, on the great events which Churchill did so much 
to shape. (92) 


CHARLES DICKENS. A Sentimental Journey in Search of an Unvarnished 
Portrait. Michael Harrison. Cassell, 21s. 1953. 224 cm. 276 pages. 18 illustrations. 
Index. 

Dickens’s life and character are of such interest that almost anything written about 

him is worthy of attention. Mr. Harrison’s book is of particular value for the light 

it throws upon Dickensian topography, especially since the world of which Dickens 
wrote has suffered great changes through natural decay and unnatural violence. 

The author is so determined to be ‘unsentimental’ in his estimate of Dickens’s character 

that his views will not always command assent; but somehow the greatness of the 

man remains unchallenged, and the Dickens Truth may wear better in the end 

than the Dickens Lie. (92) 


THE LIFE OF SIR ARTHUR CONAN DOYLE. John Dickson Carr. 
Pan Books, 2s.6d. 1953. 18 cm. 286 pages. Paper covers. 


In this book (first published in 1949) Sir Arthur Conan Doyle (1859-1930) proves 
a greater figure than as merely the creator of Sherlock Holmes. Conan Doyle prided 
himself much more on his historical novels than on his detective stories. He devoted 
his extraordinary physical and mental energy unselfishly to everything he did: to his 
early medical practice, his many public activities, his great medical work in the South 
African War, and to his crusade advocating the creed to which his psychical research 
had led him. The present handy issue of this readable biography should be welcome 
to many readers. (92) 


CARDINAL GASQUET. A Memoir. Shane Leslie. Burns Oates, 21s. 1953. 
22$ cm. 284 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Index. 
Sir Shane Leslie, in this lively and entertaining biography, covers the most important 
phases of the career of Cardinal Gasquet. Full use is made of the Cardinal’s diaries in 
chapters dealing with the commission on Anglican orders in which he played a 
significant part, American visits, and his defence of the Allied cause in Rome during 
the First World War. Other chapters include a fragment of autobiography, the 
memorandum about the election of Bourne as Archbishop of Westminster in 1903, 
the war letters (private and personal) of Pope Benedict XV, and the personal letters 
of Cardinal del Val. The merits of Gasquet as a historian are discussed with candour 
and discernment. There is not a dull page in the book and the author deserves high 
praise for the judicious selection and attractive presentation of the varied material 
at his disposal. (92) 


KATE TERRY GIELGUD. An Autobiography. Reinhardt, 21s. 1953. 22$ cm. 
240 pages. 34 illustrations. Index. 


In her ‘random recallings of fifty years’, the daughter of Kate Terry and Arthur 
Lewis, born in 1868, writes with ease and naturalness chiefly about the theatre, and 
also about her family and friends. It is interesting to find in a book of the present 
time an eye-witness description of the role of Mathias in The Bells as played by 
Coquelin and Irving. Her memories include the acting of Ellen Terry (her mother’s 
sister); the news of the relief of Mafeking; the funeral of Queen Victoria; and the first 
appearance on the London stage of her son, Sir John Gielgud, who has written the 
foreword to this book. (92) 
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ALEC GUINNESS. Kenneth Tynan. Rockliff, 12s.6d. 1953. 224 cm. 108 pages. 
80 photographs. 


In his customary arresting style, Kenneth Tynan, the young producer, dramatic 
critic, and dramatist, hails Alec Guinness as the embodiment of twentieth century 
acting. Linking other famous actors with their counterparts in the past (John Gielgud 
with John Philip Kemble and Laurence Olivier with Edmund Kean), he finds in 
Guinness ‘a prodigy, belonging to no tradition’. He traces his life as an actor on both 
stage and screen, and closely analyses his methods. The book is profusely illustrated, 
showing Guinness in his many varied parts. Chronological lists are provided of his 
appearances on the stage and in films. (92) 


UP-HILL ALL THE WAY. A Third Cheer for Democracy. Mary Agnes 
Hamilton. Cape, 12s.6d. 1953. 20} cm. 160 pages. 


Mrs. Hamilton, author of Thomas Carlyle, Follow My Leader, Folly’s Handbook 
and other works, includes in this very readable autobiography an account of her 
work for the Labour Party and of her experiences as a Labour Member of Parliament. 
Her main aim in writing of political affairs and of the people she has met in public 
life is to explain the development of her own opinions, and in particular to justify 
her faith in democracy. (92) 


HELOISE AND ABELARD. Etienne Gilson. Translated from the French by 
L. K. Shook. Hollis & Carter, 16s. 1953. 22} cm. 212 pages. Notes. 


This is a book for scholars written by a very great scholar. In retelling the immortal 
story of Héloise and Abélard Monsieur Gilson examines their ideas ‘as they themselves 
understood them’, conducting a persuasive psychological examination of the ethics 
of pure love. Important notes are added at the end of the volume, and an appendix 
on the authenticity of the correspondence. He bids us remember that ‘this impassioned 
drama played by clerics and monks and nuns is very much a story of the twelfth 
century. It can be read as a Christian story because, in very truth, it is one’. _—_(92) 


WILLIAM HERSCHEL. Explorer of the Heavens. J. B. Sidgwick. Faber, 
12s.6d. 1953. 21 cm. 228 pages. 4 plates. Bibliography. Index. 


An excellent popular biography of the ‘Father of Stellar Astronomy’ by a well- 
known writer on astronomy. The author gives a detailed account of Herschel’s life 
(1738-1822) and also of his principal astronomical investigations. Separate chapters 
are devoted to his observations of the solar system, of his solar and stellar investigations 
and of his cosmological work. The subsequent careers of Caroline and John Herschel 
are outlined in a Postscript. (92) 


THE MEMOIRS OF FIELD-MARSHAL KESSELRING. Translated 
from the German by Lynton Hudson. Kimber, 25s. 1953. 22} cm. 320 pages. 
8 illustrations. 8 maps. Index. 


The first autobiography to be produced by a high military leader of the Third 
Reich. Transferring from the Army to the Luftwaffe in 1953, Kesselring commanded 
an Air Fleet in the invasion of France and in the Battle of Britain, and was later 
Commander-in-Chief in Italy in 1943 and 1944. The book is divided into three 
parts. Two cover his early Army and Air Force service, the Polish Campaign of 
1939, the Blitzkrieg, operation Sealion and the Battle of Britain, the opening of the 
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Russian Campaign, and the war in the Mediterranean from 1941 to its close. They 
make a valuable contribution to the military history of the Second World War. 
The last part deals with the last days and the surrender of the German forces, and with 
his own trial. Kesselring was released in 1952. (92) 


MACKENZIE KING. The Incredible Canadian. Bruce Hutchison. Longmans, 
258. 1953. 224.cm. 468 pages. 5 photographs. Index. 


The English edition of a book first published by Longmans in Canada in 1952 under 
the title The Incredible Canadian. Bruce Hutchison depicts Mackenzie King’s personal 
kindliness and political ruthlessness, his deep religious faith and interest in spiritualism, 
his desire for Canadian unity and the conviction that only he could achieve it. All 
the issues of the day are recounted, with this remarkable man at the centre directing 
Canada’s destiny. A ‘popular’ biography, but a provocative one. (92) 


LA FONTAINE. Monica Sutherland. Cape, 12s.6d. 1953. 20} cm. 192 pages. 
3 illustrations. Notes. Bibliography. Index. 


This is the first book on the great fabulist to be published in England. With 
considerable charm and no trace of pedantry Monica Sutherland tells the story of his 
life and writings, skilfully setting him among his friends the Duchesse de Bouillon, 
Mme. de la Sablitre, Racine and Boileau. (Perhaps the Fouquet story with its proof 
of La Fontaine’s courageous loyalty deserves more space). She shows, too, how 
‘behind the glitter of the verse lies didacticism, satire and humour, all decorated and 
warmed by the magic of charm’. The story is supplemented by brief notes at the close 
of each chapter. (92) 


ANCIENT MELODIES. Su Hua. Introduction by V. Sackville-West. Hogarth 
Press, 158. 1953. 20} cm. 256 pages. 8 drawings by the author. Musical illustration. 


In her introduction to this book V. Sackville-West describes how, while reading for 
the Hogarth Press, the late Virginia Woolf had a long and delightful correspondence, 
in 1938-39, with the daughter of a former Mayor of Peking. This book is the result. 
It consists of a series of reminiscences of a formal, essentially poetic way of life in a 
China which has vanished. The author’s father, as became a high official, had many 
wives. Family life was therefore complex: it led occasionally to mild feminine 
violence, and it is the theme of strange and pleasing comedy. (92) 


CHANCELLOR THURLOW. The Life and Times of an XVIIIth Century 
Lawyer. Robert Gore-Browne. Hamish Hamilton, 25s. 1953. 224 cm. 398 pages. 
17 illustrations. References. Index. 


Lord Thurlow (1731-1806) had an important career, both in eighteenth century 
political life and as a lawyer, although up to now little has been known of him. 
Called to the Bar in 1754, he entered Parliament in 1765, became a law officer in 
1770 and Lord Chancellor in 1778, an office which he held altogether for fourteen 
years. As a barrister he had taken part in a number of famous cases and as a judge 
he had a reputation for integrity in a not very scrupulous age, although his own 
personal life was scandalous. In an age of eminent lawyers, such as Mansfield, famous 
statesmen and orators, like Burke and William Pitt, and great wits, such as Johnson 
and Sheridan, Thurlow was thought of as an equal. The author, a barrister, has 
produced what is likely to be the standard biography of Thurlow. (92)

pages. 15 illustrations. Index. 


Sir Frank Whittle, developer of the turbo-jet engine, bears one of the most honoured 
names in aeronautical history. His autobiography is an important book, but it is stiff 
and technical reading; moreover, it is depressing. It conveys a picture of an R.A.F. 
officer of the highest technical and inventive ability, a major asset to his country, 
plunged, during vital years of research and war, into a morass of bureaucratic 
difficulty. Much of Sir Frank’s actual matter is both tedious and bitter-flavoured, 
but nothing can detract from his concrete achievement, which is fully indicated, 
and which is astonishingly many-sided. Few realise that he was, and is, a first-rate 
pilot as well as an inventor. (92) 


J. S. WOODSWORTH. A Man to Remember. Grace MacInnis. Macmillan 
(Toronto, Canada), $500. 1953. 22 cm. 352 pages. 6 portraits. Index. 


This is a daughter’s informal record of a life devoted to humanitarian causes. J. S. 
Woodsworth preached the doctrine of the brotherhood of man from pulpit, platform, 
press and parliament. During the First World War he resigned from the Church 
rather than encourage recruiting. He was obliged to take a job as a longshoreman, 
in which he grew more than ever aware of the distress caused by unemployment 
and poverty. Becoming convinced that needed reforms would only be secured by 
political action, he became the parliamentary leader of a small but influential 
opposition group, and later the head of a political movement which resulted in the 
Co-operative Commonwealth Federation, the Canadian socialist party. (92)

THE BRUDENELLS OF DEENE. Joan Wake. Cassell, 21s. 1953. 22 cm. 
$32 pages. 35 illustrations. Map. Genealogical table. Bibliography. Indexes. 


A really valuable contribution to social history. This book traces the fortunes of the 
Brudenell family, seated at Deene in Northamptonshire, from its fourteenth century 
origins down to the present day. The author is distinguished for her work on the local 
records of the county, and in this book she has brought together almost everything 
that could be used for the history of this family. Historians will find much that is of 
general interest, while even the most desultory reader can find enjoyment amongst 
the traditions of a family numbering among its interesting personalities the Earl of 
Cardigan of Balaclava fame. (929°2)

THE EUROPEAN NOBILITY IN THE EIGHTEENTH CENTURY. 
Studies of the Nobilities of the Major European States in the Pre-Reform Era. 
Edited by A. Goodwin. Black, 12s.6d. 1953. 224 cm. 210 pages. Bibliography. 


In ten short essays a similar number of scholars discuss the upper class in European 
society on the eve of the French Revolution. While there is no rigid uniformity of 
approach, each author considers the political and administrative importance of the 
nobles in government, their reaction to the reforms of the enlightened despotism, 
the factors undermining their position as landowners, the social and cultural influence 
of the nobility as patrons of the arts. There are select bibliographies for further 
reading. Many of these papers were originally lectures at Oxford. They should be 
stimulating for every student of this period. (940-22)

AMERICA, BRITAIN AND RUSSIA: Their Co-operation and Conflict 
1941-1946. William Hardy McNeill. Oxford University Press for the Royal 
Institute of International Affairs, 63s. 1953. 244 cm. 838 pages. 9 maps (3 folding). 
Index. (Survey of International Affairs, 1939-1946) 

Of the Survey volumes so far published on 1939-46 this is the first that really gets to 

grips with the war as a whole. It is designed to be a complementary study to a 

volume to be called Hitler’s Europe: the Allies versus the Axis. It is a fascinating 

analysis of how countries can co-operate successfully if the stakes are high enough 
and of the falling off as tension is relaxed. A most interesting and worth-while 
experiment has been made in entrusting this very considerable volume to an American 
author (Assistant Professor of History in The College, University of Chicago), 
who is to be congratulated on making clear to the reader so complex a history.

SWASTIKA AT SEA. The Struggle and Destruction of the German Navy, 
1939-1945. C. D. Bekker. Kimber, 15s. 1953. 22 cm. 208 pages. 45 illustrations. 
Map. 

The greater part of this book deals with the activities between 1939 and 1945 of the 

German battleships and battle-cruisers and the way in which they were destroyed 

or neutralised by units of the British fleet or Air Force. Although it is written by a 

German naval officer, most of this information has already appeared in this country 

either in official or individual accounts of the operations. Bekker does, however, 

clearly underline the manner in which Hitler, at high ranking conferences, although 
almost completely ignorant of naval matters and naval strategy, ignored the advice of 
his experts and interfered with or frustrated their plans. The last two chapters give 
interesting accounts of the way in which the German navy covered the retreat of 
their armies on the Baltic coast and evacuated vast numbers of troops and refugees.

CASABIANCA. The Secret Missions of a Famous Submarine. J. l’Herminier. 
Translated from the French by Edward Fitzgerald. Muller, 12s.6d. 1953. 20} cm.

While under the command of the author, the French submarine Casabianca, a large 

vessel of 1,500 tons, escaped from Toulon in November 1942 (not in April, as stated 

on the jacket), and made her way to Algiers. From there, and later from Oran, she 
made a series of sorties conveying members of the Resistance to Corsica. Her greatest 
feat was to carry over 100 Commandos, fully equipped, the spearhead of the liberatin 

army. Her work was skilful and unremitting, and her story (1942-43) is told with 
pride by her able captain. (940°5451) 


THE WOODEN HORSE. Eric Williams. Collins, 3s. 1953. 18 cm. 256 pages. 
5 illustrations in text. Paper covers. (Fontana Books) 


This famous story of World War II (first published in 1949) has always caught the 
public imagination. It describes the daring and ingenious plans put into action by a 
party of men in a German prison-camp, Stalag Luft II, in which a gymnasium 
vaulting horse was used as a blind to conceal the escape of two British officers. This 
is one of the first titles in a new series of cheap editions. (940.547) 
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THE FLYING SAILOR. André Jubelin. Translated from the French by James 
Cleugh. Hurst & Blackett, 16s. 1953. 22 cm. 276 pages. 34 illustrations. Index. 


Rear-Admiral Jubelin, then a Commandant in the French Navy, managed, with 
the assistance of the British, to escape from Saigon after the fall of France, and to 
join the Free French forces in Britain. Being an exceptionally good airman he was 
soon able to serve as a fighter pilot in some of Britain’s most famous fighter squadrons, 
then engaged on air defence and later on intruder duties. Of a different nationality 
and temperament, André Jubelin is able to give frank and uninhibited portraits of his 
comrades—many of them well known—whom we now sce from a new angle. 
This is, in fact, one of the best pictures of the early days of air fighting and of the Royal 
Air Force that has emerged from the war. Both the writing and the translation are 
exceptionally good. (940°548)

YORKSHIRE VILLAGE. Marie Hartley and Joan Ingilby. Dent, 18s. 1953. 
22 cm. 328 pages. Coloured frontispiece, line drawings. 7 maps and endpaper map 
by Marie Hartley. References. Index. 

This book, which re-creates vividly the history of the village of Askrigg in Wensley- 

dale, can be warmly commended. Much research has gone to its compilation, but 

the results are presented in a lively and readable way. Askrigg has remained through the 
centuries primarily an agricultural community, with a few handicrafts and some 
lead mining. Its history has not on that account been uneventful, and noteworthy 
characters have been linked with it. The authors might well have drawn in the 
physical setting more firmly and pruned some of the sententious reflections, but by 
and large this is an honest piece of work and a model for local historians. (942) 


THE THIRTEENTH CENTURY 1216-1307. Sir Maurice Powicke. 
Oxford University Press, 30s. 1953. 224m. 844 pages. 4 maps. Chronology. 
Bibliography. Index. (Oxford History of England) 

In this new volume of the Oxford History of England, a scholar who has devoted 

a great part of his working life to the study of the thirteenth century sums it up in a 

book which must, for a long time, remain the authoritative work on the period. 

The need for such a book was imperative. With the exception of the author’s own 

books there has been no narrative of the political history of the thirteenth century 

published during the last fifty years, but during that time there has been a steady 
output of source materials and specialist monographs. This volume takes full account 
of such literature, both in its text and in its fine bibliography. It is, therefore, an 
indispensable book for the student. For the general reader it describes, in their 

European setting, the social and political movements of a lively and growing 

community during a period of outstanding importance. (942°03) 


ENGLISH HISTORICAL DOCUMENTS. Vol. VIII. 1660-1714. Edited 
by Andrew Browning. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 80s. 1953. 244. cm. 998 pages. 21 
maps. 4 diagrams. 7 genealogical tables. Bibliography. Index. 

The second volume to appear in a series designed to present the general reader with 

the fundamental sources of English history. It deals with a short period of fifty years, 

but they were crucial ones in English history for they were the years of restoration 
after the civil wars and the experiments of the commonwealth. Professor Browning 
illustrates through the documents of the time the main problems with which the 
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government had to deal: the nature of the restored monarchy, the relations of crown 
and parliament, the place of the Church and the problem of toleration for dissent. 
Other aspects of the period are public finance, activities in overseas development, 
economic life, the armed forces, foreign affairs. The volume ends with an interesting 
selection of character sketches, from contemporary authors, of the leading figures 
of the time. Students are supplied with ample bibliographies and other aids to further 
study.

ENGLISH SAGA 1840-1940. Arthur Bryant. Collins, 3s. 1953. 18 cm. 384 
pages.

in this survey of the history of Britain 1840-1940 the author makes the condition of 
the people his main theme. He sketches the essentially rural England before 1840, 
shows how this was altered by industrialisation fostered by laissez-faire, and describes 
the resulting evils and the reforms made to meet them. He deals with the political 
emergence of the working classes and the impact of commercialism on imperial 
and foreign policy. An industrialised people are shown experiencing two world 
wars and their effects. This handy edition will acquaint many readers with Arthur 
Bryant’s skill as an historian. The book was first published in 1940. (942-08) 


UNDERSTANDING THE ENGLISH. Robert Waithman. Muller, 10s.6d. 
1953. 19cm. 176 pages. Wood engravings by Shirley S$. Waithman. 
‘They are broken in to obedience, not to slavery’. So wrote Tacitus of the barbarian 
Britons. The author of this amusing book suggests that Tacitus’s remark is still 
valid. History proves it. Mr. Waithman makes much of the climate which the English 
endure, and he emphasises their kindness and compassion, these qualities perhaps 
deriving from what they suffer from nature. As he has lived for eleven years as a 
newspaper correspondent in America, he well understands what a sympathetic 
overseas reader or visitor will most want to know, good and not so good. (942-085)

STALIN’S HEIRS. Gordon Young. Verschoyle, 12s.6d. 1953. 224 cm. 156 pages.

Readers of the daily press have long felt the need for a “Who’s Who’ of Soviet 
Russia. The change of personnel in high places constantly brings new personalities 
to the fore, about whom the man in the street can know little or nothing. Gordon 
Young has tried to supply this need. He gives brief biographies and character sketches 
of the more important of the present generation of rulers of the U.S.S.R. For good 
measure he has added some further names, with brief indications of offices held, to a 
list which also serves as an index. There is a foreword by Sir David Kelly, Ambassador 
to the U.S.S.R. (1949-51). (947°085)

THE MEN WHO RULED INDIA. Vol. L. The Founders. Philip Woodruff. 
Cape, 30s. 1953. 224 cm. 402 pages. 6 plates. 8 maps. Index. 


This is not a history so much as a biographical record of India’s story under British 
rule, from the time of Clive to the end of the Mutiny. It makes no claim to be original 
research, yet it does present a magic lantern effect of the way that Britain governed. 
In particular, it recalls the actions, and ideas, of many of the lesser men whose names 
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are forgotten by the general reader, and shows how, in spite of some exceptions, 
the service of the East India Company bred a marked type who governed with 
assiduity and justice. (954-08) 


THE VICEROYALTY OF LORD RIPON 1880-1884. S. Gopal. 
Oxford University Press, 21s. 1953. 23 cm. 245 pages. Bibliography. Index. (Oxford 
Historical Series: British Series) 


An advanced historical study, based on original research, showing how the adminis- 
tration of Lord Ripon paved the way for the fulfilment of Indian independence. 
The repeal of the Vernacular Press Act ensured the liberty of the Indian Press, the 
development of local self-government and education furthered Indian progress, 
whilst reforms were made in agriculture and land revenue. The author’s conclusion 
is that Ripon laid the foundation for Indian-British concord—and, though con- 
demned by many both in India and England as one who surrendered empire to 
natives, could more truly be judged to be a builder of the Commonwealth.

Introducing Two New Members in the Great 
and Diverse Family of the Commonwealth, and Some of the Problems which 
They Offer for Our Understanding and Solution. Lord Birdwood. Hale, 215. 
1953. 22$.cm. 316 pages. Frontispiece. 2 maps. Glossary. Index. 


Some years ago Lord Birdwood, who had served in the Indian Army for over 
twenty-five years, gave his impressions of India at the crossroads in A Continent 
Experiments (Skeffington, 1946). Now after partition he returns, and examines the 
India and Pakistan of today with searching and minute investigation. Particularly 
valuable are his chapters on military affairs—the transfer and separation of the Indian 
Army. Kashmir is extensively studied, whilst there are chapters on general topics 
and on the relationship of the two countries within the Commonwealth. It is a closely 
packed book, full of personal knowledge both of events and people, giving full 
weight to the integrity and aspirations of Asian leaders. (954-09) 


Cyprus 
A SHORT HISTORY OF CYPRUS. Philip Newman. 2nd edition. 


Longmans, 7s.6d. 1953. 194 cm. 236 pages. 4 photographs. 7 illustrations. 8 maps. 
6 tables. Bibliography. Index. 


The late Philip Newman’s Short History of Cyprus (first published in 1940) is a useful 
overall view of the varied fortunes of an island whose strategic position has linked 
it with the history of all the nations of the Middle East. This new edition has been 
brought up to date by Colonel Franklin Lushington, who also contributes a new 
foreword. (956-4) 


Iraq 

"IRAQ, 1900 to 1950. A Political, Social, and Economic History. Stephen 
Hemsley Longrigg. Oxford University Press for the Royal Institute of International 
Affairs, 358. 1953. 22cm. 446 pages. 2 tables. Folding map. Bibliography. 
Indexes. 

In 1925 Brigadier Longrigg, then ‘a young official of the "Iraq government’, wrote 

a short account covering four centuries of the country’s history up to 1900. Now, 

after more than twenty-five years’ further experience and connection with the

territory, he completes his work, bringing the story up to 1950. Although the author 
supplies a considerable bibliography, his claim that ‘the need for a general account 
of the last half-century in “Iraq has not hitherto been met’ is a just one. Students of 
international affairs, to whom the Middle East is largely a region of unrest and 
difficulty, will welcome this admirable and well-documented study of a country 
which ‘neither has any reasonable claims or grievances against any other, nor is 
itself the subject of others’ demands’. (956-7) 


South Africa 


THE SOUTH AFRICAN WAY OF LIFE. Values and Ideals of a Multi- 
racial Society. Edited by G. H. Calpin under the auspices of the South African 
Institute of International Affairs. Heinemann, 13s.6d. 1953. 22cm. 210 pages. 
20 photographs. 13 tables. (Way of Life) 

This, with a similar study of Australia, begins a new series which promises to be of 

outstanding value. It is broken up into twelve chapters, e.g. the six principal racial 

communities, Afrikaans, English, Jewish, Bantu, Coloured, and Indian, education, 
political life, and economic factors, with a general introduction and concluding 
chapter, Quo Vadis, both by David Marquand. Each section is expertly written by 
an authority, in a scholarly and detached manner. The contributors include a Bantu 
university teacher and a coloured lawyer. The concluding chapter stresses the 
difficulties of the racial situation, indicates that tribalism is giving place to a definite 

Bantu nationalism, and declares that the solution of the urgent economic problems 

of mineral development, soil erosion, and secondary industries depends on the answer 

to the great question of race relations. (968) 


Australia 


THE AUSTRALIAN WAY OF LIFE. Edited by George Caiger under the 
auspices of the Australian Institute of International Affairs. Heinemann, 12s.6d. 
1953. 224 cm. 184 pages. 19 photographs. 7 tables. (Way of Life) 

Seven noted authors give clear and critical accounts of aspects of Australian life— 

the family, educational system, political, economic, and religious life. An early 

chapter by Sir Frederic Eggleston on the Australian Nation is a fine hard-hitting 
essay, with frequent references to Australian poets. Professor F. Alexander, of the 

University of Western Australia, describes in a final chapter how Australians feel 

about their relationship with the rest of the world; he detects a tendency to 

parochialism in spite of increasing international contacts. (994)

General 


THE EVER-INTERESTING TOPIC. William Cooper. Cape, 12s.6d. 1953. 
20cm. 252 pages. 


A highly amusing story about the relations between headmaster and masters at an 
English public school. The school is old and prides itself on its traditions; the head 
is new and an enthusiast for the up-to-date. A clash is inevitable and it comes when 
the headmaster decides to introduce sex instruction into the curriculum. Mr. Cooper’s 
outstanding quality is impartiality: he observes the disputants with an eye for the 
wisdom and absurdity of both, though his presence as the sly and malicious story- 
teller is always felt, pointing the action to a significant conclusion. An adroit piece of 
writing.

GOD’S BLANKET. Georgina Daniell. Batchworth Press, 12s.6d. 1953. 20} cm. 
204 pages. Illustrations by John Farleigh. 


A tribe living among the Drakensburg hills of South Africa believes that twin 
children forebode evil; it is therefore the duty of the tribe’s diviner or medicine-man 
to destroy all twins at birth. But suppose the diviner’s own wife bears twins? This 
is the unusual situation on which Miss Daniell bases her story of life in South Africa 
seventy years ago. The twins are saved, and much of the story is concerned with 
their attempts at adjustment to European as well as to African life. This is a remarkable 
book, its beauty matched by that of John Farleigh’s illustrations. 


THE DEVILS. Fyodor Dostoyevsky. Translated from the Russian with an 
introduction by David Magarshack. Penguin Books, 5s. 18 cm. 670 pages. Paper 
covers. (Penguin Classics) 


As a novelist of controversial ideas, Dostoyevsky has found prolonged favour with 
Western European intellectuals. But there is another possible way of reading his 
novels, which pays less attention to their intricate philosophy but finds them enter- 
taining as mystery and adventure storics. The latter approach is more likely to enlarge 
Dostoyevsky’s contemporary reading public. The Devils (1871) is the most deliberately 
topical of his major works. Its plot hinges on a real incident (1869) when a student 
of Moscow University was murdered by the notorious Nechaev for refusing to carry 
out the orders of a revolutionary group. This gave Dostoyevsky a splendid opportunity 
to voice the profound horror which he felt for all the Russian types who contributed, 
whether negatively or positively, to the Revolutionary Movement. Mr. Magarshack’s 
is a new and competent translation. 


ELIZABETH AND THE PRINCE OF SPAIN. Margaret Irwin. Chatto 
& Windus, 12s.6d. 1953. 214 cm. 256 pages. 2 plates. 


This is a good historical novel reconstructing the period from Mary I’s marriage to 
Prince Philip of Spain down to the accession of Elizabeth 1. The author keeps close 
to history in portraying both major and subsidiary characters, in recounting events, 
and in the dialogue. Her ‘plot’ is to resolve the puzzlement of Philip while 
waiting on events in a hostile England, and to show how the young Elizabeth kept 
her head on her shoulders in face of Mary’s suspicions, chagrin and jealousy. History 
student and general reader will welcome this fine, revealing story. 


THE SELECTED NOVELS OF W. SOMERSET MAUGHAM. 
3 vols. Heinemann, 15s. each. 1953. 20} cm. 708 pages. 


Volume 1 consists of Mr. Maugham’s London stories. Liza of Lambeth, his first novel, 
is a realistic story of slum life, derived from his early experiences as a doctor; Cakes 
and Ale, an essay in fictitious biography, deals with the life of a celebrated writer; 
and Theatre is an extremely penetrating study of an actress, the prototype of all 
‘great’ actresses. Mr. Maugham’s gifts of sharp observation and ironic comment are 
displayed at their best in these three stories. Volume 2 contains The Moon and Sixpence, 
based on the life of Paul Gauguin: the story strikes one as finally unsuccessful because 
of Mr. Maugham’s inability to understand non-material experience; The Narrow 
Corner is a yarn about the seedy side of life in the East; while The Painted Veil deals 
with the redemption of a silly woman by means of self-sacrifice in a cholera epidemic. 
These renowned stories are rather disappointing on re-reading: their treatment is 
conventional and the people in them are ‘period’ characters. The third volume is of a 
‘cosmopolitan’ character. Christmas Holiday is a more profound work than is 
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commonly supposed—a masterly exposition of the hollowness of conventional 
cultural values; Up at the Villa is a commercial piece which could have been omitted; 
The Razor’s Edge is Mr. Maugham’s attempt at a religious novel: so long as he is 
diagnosing the ills of a declining society he is brilliant, but his work collapses when 
he tries to prescribe a mystical cure. To each of the three volumes he has supplied a 
new and interesting preface. 


PICK OF TODAY’S SHORT STORIES, 4. Edited by John Pudney. 
Putnam, 10s.6d. 1953. 20$ cm. 274 pages. Biographical notes. 


A selection of stories ‘handpicked to entertain’. Entertainment, like humour, is of 
course a subjective experience and not all of the tales in this book will amuse all 
of their readers all of the time. Wisely, therefore, the editor has cast his net wide, so 
that his choice ranges from neat, savage little examinations of snobbery such as 
J. D. Scott’s Servants Discuss People to romps like Paul Lincoln’s zoological Alec da 
Monk. Some pieces—examples are those by Wolf Mankowitz and Muriel Spark— 
are almost too trivial for inclusion, but on the whole this is a book to please many. 


LEOPARD OF THE HILLS. James Temple. Bell, 12s.6d. 1953. 20} cm. 
190 pages. 13 drawings by Maurice Wilson. 

Narratives about the lives and adventures of wild animals usually suffer from too 
great efforts to repress or to accommodate human judgments. This story about 
a leopard in the Himalayan foothills survives these dangers by sticking mostly to 
‘plain tale’, but thereby becomes slightly unemphatic. The best features are the 
intimate pictures of the countryside with its tea estates, paddy ficlds and forest. 
But underneath it all runs the main message of the book—how inevitably the wild 
life is doomed in the face of man’s insistent encroachment. The fate of the leopard, 
weakened by wounds into becoming a man-killer and so hunted to death, is sympto- 
matic of the situation which conservationists face all over the world. 


THE TWO HEROINES OF PLUMPLINGTON. Anthony Trollope. 
Introduction by John Hampden. Deutsch, 12s.6d. 1953. 224m. 112 pages. 
8 illustrations by Lynton Lamb. 


The first edition in book form of a short novel which appeared in the Christmas 
number of Good Words in December 1882 (the month in which Trollope died) 
and which has not apparently been reprinted before. It is the least as well as the last 
of his Barsetshire novels, but it completes the canon, incidentally adding an important 
new town to the map of his imaginary county, and it is in many ways characteristic 
of Trollope. The book is beautifully illustrated and produced. 


Reprints 


VATHEK. William Beckford. Translated from the French by Herbert B. 
Grimsditch. Bodley Head, 12s.6d. 1953. 20}cm. 126 pages. 8 illustrations by 
Charles W. Stewart. 


William Beckford (1760-1844) wrote this pseudo-Oriental story in French—a 
second language to him—in 1783. In its first English translation it became a minor 
classic, fitting in with the “Terror and Wonder’ novels in vogue about 1765-95. 
The present translation, first published in 1929, is based on Beckford’s final French 
version. Caliph Vathek, a grandson of Haroun-al-Raschid, is a tyrannical voluptuary 
who sells himself to the Devil to obtain the treasures of the pre-Adamite sultans. 
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The story piles on horrors in bringing him to his fate, but there are striking descriptions 
and an underlying witty spirit of mockery as Beckford draws his moral. 


A JOURNAL OF THE PLAGUE YEAR. Daniel Defoe. Introduction by 
G. A. Aitken. New edition. Dent, 6s. 1953. 184m. 310 pages. Bibliography. 
(Everyman's Library) 


This account of the Plague of London 1665 by Daniel Defoe (1659-1731) is one of 
the most remarkable works of historical fiction in English literature. Defoe, the 
perfect journalist, published it in 1722, when the public, alarmed about the plague in 
Marseilles, were ready for such a story. Nevertheless Defoe’s purported narrator, a 
saddler living in London during the Great Plague, conveys a generally accurate 
impression of what happened: the stricken households, plague carts, precautions 
against infection, and the exodus from London are described with Defoe’s charac- 
teristic realism and corroborative detail and in his direct style. 


ROBINSON CRUSOE and THE FARTHER ADVENTURES OF 
ROBINSON CRUSOE. Daniel Defoe. Introduction by Frederick Brereton. 
Collins, 5s. 1953. 184 cm. 480 pages. Portrait. Biography. Bibliography. Glossary 
by Professor Ernest Weekley. (Collins New Classics) 


Since its first publication in 1719 (and it was reprinted three times during the year) 
Robinson Crusoe has remained one of the most famous of English novels; Crusoe’s 
struggle to live on the island on which he was shipwrecked alone, his goat, his parrot, 
and the man Friday who joins him later, have become proverbial. With this story, 
worked out in the most convincing detail, Defoe established the realistic novel. 
The sequel (1719), in which Crusoe returns to his island, is neither so good nor so 
widely known. Both are reprinted in this well-produced volume from the careful 
text of the Shakespeare Head edition. 


THE MILL ON THE FLOSS. George Eliot. Introduction by Gerald Bullett. 
Collins, 5s. 1953. 18}. cm. $12 pages. Portrait. Biographical and bibliographical 
notes. (Collins New Classics) 

An attractive reprint of a famous novel first published in 1860, when ‘George Eliot’ 

(Mary Ann Evans) was forty-one. It is remembered almost as much for its amusing 

minor characters, Mrs. Clegg and Mrs. Pullet among them, as for the central story, 

told with power and compassion, of Tom and Maggie Tulliver, the brother and sister 
whose opposite temperaments conflict so tragically with their affection for each 
other. The earlier chapters are based on the author’s own childhood in Warwickshire. 

Although not another Middlemarch, this is one of her best novels. 


GHOST STORIES OF AN ANTIQUARY. M. R. James. Pan Books, 2s. 
1953. 18 cm. 160 pages. Paper covers. 


Dr. Montague James (1862-1936) was well known in his day as a scholar and anti- 
quarian, and for his four books of classic stories of the supernatural, of which this 
(1904) was the first to appear. To a later generation conditioned to far greater horrors 
the strange manifestations encountered by the learned gentlemen of these tales may 
not seem alarming, but the background detail and James’s polished writing assure 
the stories continued popularity. 
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THE CASTLE. Franz Kafka. Definitive edition translated from the German by 
Willa and Edwin Muir with additional material translated by Eithne Wilkins 
and Ernst Kaiser. Secker & Warburg, 15s. 1953. 19 cm. 452 pages. 


The translation first published in 1930 has been enlarged by material hitherto available 
only in the later German editions—the concluding section of the formerly incomplete 
last chapter, two further chapters, and a number of variants, fragments, and passages 
which Kafka himself had deleted. The story remains unfinished, and since Kafka’s 
stories pursue a devious path there seems no reason why they should ever come to an 
end; but those who rely upon translations for their knowledge of an Austrian writer 
who, like his fellow-Austrian Rilke, heralded the coming age of anxiety, will 
appreciate the sense of duty which prompted the publishers to make this further 
material available to them. 


WESTWARD HO! Charles Kingsley. Introduction by L. A. G. Strong. 
Collins, 6s. 1953. 184m. $74 pages. Portrait. Biographical and bibliographical 
notes. (Collins New Classics) 

‘Westward Ho! has had a long life,’ writes Mr. Strong (it was first published in 1855) 

‘and should continue to grip what is manly in a boy and boyish in a man’. Although 

its violent nationalistic and anti-Catholic prejudices are so out of tune with English 

feeling today, it is still popular simply because it is such a good story. It relates the 
adventures of an imaginary but typical Elizabethan seaman and explorer, Amyas 

Leigh, who fights the Spaniards at sea and on “the Spanish Main’. Drake, Raleigh, 

Grenville, Spenser and other famous men appear and the narrative reaches a resounding 


climax in the defeat of the Invincible Armada. 


GULLIVER’S TRAVELS. Jonathan Swift. Introduction by Peter Quennell. 
Collins, 4s. 1953. 184m. 320 pages. Portrait. 5 maps. Diagram. Biography. 
Chronological table. Bibliography. (Collins New Classics) 


Swift’s masterpiece of satire has been reprinted inaccurately more often than not— 
incomplete, bowdlerised, or drastically abridged to make a nursery tale. It was left 
to John Hayward, in his Nonesuch Press edition (1934), to go back to the Dublin 
edition of 1735, which Swift himself regarded as the most complete and accurate, 
and Mr. Hayward’s text is used here. It retains the original spelling, etc. (which 
presents no difficulty to the reader of modern English), and it gives, unexpurgated, 
not only the voyages to Lilliput and Brobdingnag, the imaginary countries of the 
little men and the giants, but those to Laputa, the island governed by fantastic 
‘speculations’, and to the country of the Houyhnhnms, the intelligent horses who 
tule over a race of disgustingly human Yahoos. This is probably the best cheap edition 
which has ever appeared, and it is well printed and bound. 


DOCTOR THORNE. Anthony Trollope. Introduction by Ernest Rhys. 
Dent, 7s. 1953. 184 cm. 516 pages. Bibliography. (Everyman’s Library) 


A pleasant reprint, in Everyman’s new and larger format, of one of the best and most 
popular of Trollope’s novels, the third in the Barsetshire series, which was first 
published in 1858. It has an unusually ingenious plot, suggested by his brother 
Thomas Adolphus, and introduces some of his most interesting characters, includin: 
the nouveau riche railway contractor, Sir Roger Scatcherd, Dr. Thorne himself and his 
charming niece, Mary Thorne, whose love affair with the impoverished Frank 
Gresham provides the main theme of the novel. The bibliography has been brought 
up to date. 
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BOOKS FOR YOUNG READERS 
Fiction 
MADELINE’S RESCUE. Ludwig Bemelmans. Verschoyle, 12s.6d. 1953. 31 cm. 
$6 pages. Illustrations in colour by the author. 


A handsomely produced book of humorous verse and drawings. It relates the further 
adventures of the French schoolgirl, Madeline; this reckless child falls into the Seine | 
and is rescued by a dog, which is subsequently smuggled into Miss Clavel’s school 
with the extreme disapproval of the authorities. The coloured representations of 


Paris are splendid. The book’s appeal is to the older child, and it will make the 


grown-ups smile. 


SPEED SIX! Bruce Carter. Bodley Head, 8s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 176 pages Illus- 
trations by Tony Weare. 


To boys from fourteen onwards who relish cars, motor racing, and a dashing 
criminal hunt, Mr. Carter’s new story offers good measure. ‘Speed Six’ is a twenty- 
five-year-old Bentley owned by a couple of ex-R.A.F. men and tended by a 
fanatically devoted mechanic. Particularly well handled is the account of the Le Mans 
twenty-four hour race, won by the two debonair drivers of this veteran car; their 
other adventures among professional rivals and traffickers in stolen gems are full of 
thrills, too. 





FIVE DOLLS IN A HOUSE. Helen Clare. Bodley Head, 8s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 
136 pages. Illustrations in colour by Cecil Leslie. 


Small girls from six to eight who like playing with dolls’ houses will enjoy this 
original and vivacious little tale of Elizabeth, who discovers that she can become 
small enough to enter her own dolls’ house and make the acquaintance of the 
inhabitants. She finds her ‘tenants’ a rather discontented and quarrelsome lot, and also | 
that she has a malicious monkey on the roof, who shouts rude remarks down the | 
chimney to the discomfiture of the dolls. The dialogue is amusing and, needless to say, | 
landlord and tenants end up the best of friends.

MR. FINCH’S PET SHOP. V. H. Drummond. Faber, 7s.6d. 1953. 25 cm. 
32 pages. Illustrations (some in colour) by the author. 


Although Mr. Finch keeps a shop he loves all the pets too much to want to sell 
them. It is therefore a sad day when Pussa, a Siamese kitten, is bought for the King. 
Her sister, Minky, in pursuing her has a surprising adventure before their reunion, 
which also leads to the happy appointment of Mr. Finch as Keeper of the Royal | 
Pets’ Home. The humorous illustrations on every page will be scrutinised joyfully 
by children of four to six. 


THE MARLOWS AND THE TRAITOR. Antonia Forest. Faber, tos.6d. 
1953. 21 cm. 254 pages. Illustrations by Doritie Kettlewell. 


An excellent adventure story, very well written, about four children on holiday by 
the sea who help to capture a spy after one of them, a naval cadet, has an encounter 
with one of his officers whose behaviour is odd from the first. Their experiences 
include being kidnapped and imprisoned on a lighthouse with a dreadful fate awaiting 
them. The characters are real individuals and it is very evident that the author 
understands the workings of a child’s mind. The story is taut, admirably controlled 
and exciting from first to last. It should gain an enthusiastic welcome from young | 
readers of twelve onwards, particularly those who are sea-minded. \ 
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THE FEARLESS TREASURE. A Story of England from Then to Now. 
Noel Streatfeild. Michael Joseph, 12s.6d. 1953. 224m. 272 pages. Two-colour 
drawings by Dorothea Braby. 


The beauty of this book takes the eye at once. It is not only very well printed and 
bound, but the numerous drawings, by one of the most distinguished living wood- 
engravers, are outstanding in their combination of vigour, historical accuracy and 
flowing grace of line. Miss Streatfeild’s story justifies the care which has been given 
to its presentation. She has handicapped herself somewhat by an elaborate framework 
and her pictures of the past are occasionally blurred, but the six children who become 
travellers in time are very much alive, and their visits to Roman Bath, Saxon Whitby, 
a Norman village in Kent, etc. ending with a Lancashire slum and an aristocratic 
household of 1810, are described in most lively and interesting style. This is one of 
the best as well as one of the best produced of recent books for young readers. For 
anyone over twelve. 


THE ADVENTURES OF HUCKLEBERRY FINN. Mark Twain. 
Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1953. 18 cm. 288 pages. Paper covers. (Puffin Story Books) 
Samuel Clemens (1835-1910)—‘Mark Twain’—wrote this picaresque story in 1884. 
Huckle Finn, a young scapegrace, has his passion for a wandering life gratified 
when he eludes the guardianship of Miss Watson and escapes from his reprobate 
father to an island in the Mississippi. ‘Huck’ relates his adventures with Miss Watson’s 
runaway slave, Jim, on their raft on the great river. Mark Twain knew the Mississippi 
well and vividly depicts the rough civilisation on its banks a hundred years ago. 
This American classic should continue to delight both young readers and adults. 


2750: LEGEND OF A LOCOMOTIVE. Harry Webster. Nelson, 8s.6d. 
1953. 19$cm. 222 pages. Coloured frontispiece and numerous black-and-white 
illustrations (including map) by R. Barnard Way. 


This is a story of a new type of locomotive (No. 2750), running from London, 
and of the men who drive and fire her. Long before the end, Driver Eldridge and his 
hot-tempered young mate, Clarke, have become real people, and the very fast 
engine they drive has also developed a personality. The time of the narrative is the 
immediate pre-war years, and so exciting are the incidents that no railway enthusiast 
will be able to put it down unfinished. Its chief appeal is clearly to boys of fourteen 


to sixteen, but the skilled writing will commend it to many grown-ups. 


Non-Fiction 


ANIMALS AROUND US. J. Bentley Aistrop. Dobson, 9s.6d. 1953. 20} cm. 
176 pages. 20 photographs. Index. 


Mr. Aistrop is an American who has travelled much among Zoo animals as well as 
among wild ones and this is the fourth of his books for children of eleven years and 
upwards. It is breezily (and somewhat colloquially) written and combines descriptions 
of animals and their habits with his own adventures among beasts he has seen or kept. 
If the accent is perhaps on the ‘amazingness’ of animals there is some useful and 
instructive discussion under such general headings as natural weapons of offence 
and defence, parasitism, social organisation of insects, Australian animals, etc. The 
treatment might be summed up as discursive but vivid. 
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BOYS BOOK OF PHOTOGRAPHY. The Picture Guide to Good Photo- 
aphy. J. Allan Cash. Fountain Press, 9s.6d. 1953. 224 cm. 112 pages. 137 illustrations 
y the author. Index. 


This book will enable young people to see just how a famous photographer works. 
It also tells them what are the best angles and technique in dealing with the various 
subjects both indoors or outdoors, and how to process their films and make their 
own prints and enlargements. An excellent little volume for the budding photographer. 


GREAT DISCOVERIES BY YOUNG CHEMISTS. James Kendall. 
Nelson, 12s.6d. 1953. 20} cm. 244 pages. 35 photographs. 31 illustrations in text. 
Bibliography. Index. 

Professor Kendall has recast the lectures he delivered to young audiences at the Royal 

Institution in 1938 to make a very readable narrative for readers in their later teens 

—and one which will interest adults also. The book is designed to show how many 

of the most important discoveries of chemistry were made by young chemists 

working with home-made apparatus and against the accepted scientific ideas of their 
times. Such pioneering young chemists from all countries have been considered, 
and since the great chemists made many of their famous discoveries in youth, this 
book tends to be the history of the early efforts of men like Davy, Faraday and 
Pasteur. It is a well-written, entertaining volume, nicely illustrated. 


HOW I BECAME AN ENGINE DRIVER. Norman McKillop. Nelson, 5s. 
1953. 19 cm. 126 pages. 8 photographs. 8 illustrations in text. (Enterprise Library) 


This book belongs to a series in which successful members of trades and callings tell 
the young—in this particular case boys of between twelve and sixteen—what it is 
really like to follow the pursuit in question. Driver McKillop is an enthusiast for 
the steam locomotive. He describes the life and training of an express train driver, 
in detail, with authority and liveliness. He also passes some practical remarks on the 
present standard locomotive designs used in Britain. 


HOW I BECAME A DETECTIVE. Christopher Peacock. Nelson, ss. 1953.

A useful and interesting account of the early days of the author’s police career, 

beginning with his first days in the police force and his subsequent transfer to the 

Criminal Investigation Department. He then gives an account of the varied and 

exciting work of that Department based on his own experience. This realistic survey 

should be useful to boys considering a future career. 


THE ADVENTURES OF SPACE TRAVEL. G. V. E. Thompson. Dobson, 
10s.6d. 1953. 20} cm. 254 pages. 23 illustrations. 21 diagrams. Index. 


The author, who is Deputy Technical Director of the British Interplanetary Society, 
has provided a simple review of the possibilities of interplanetary travel, written 
in a language sufficiently simple for clear understanding by scientifically minded 
children over twelve years of age. The numcrous difficulties of such a venture, 
including those of a technical, astronomical and biological nature, are made 
abundantly clear, but reasoned methods of overcoming at least some of these 
difficulties are indicated. With children reading so much science fiction at the present 
time, this work should do much to redress the balance with sober reality. It will no 
doubt prove interesting reading for older members of the family.
